Report of the Chairman 


The 1979-80 year witnessed a spectacu- 
lar jump in the production of Canadian 
feature films. Some 70 Canadian motion 
pictures, with budgets totalling more 
than $150 million, were produced in 
1979, compared to 40 films with budgets 
amounting to over $60 million in 1978. 


The rapid increase in production has had 
a stimulating effect on the film industry, 
and on the Canadian economy in general. 
Canadians are busier than ever making 
movies — actors, directors, writers, 
technicians, set designers, carpenters, 
costume designers, make-up persons and 
the dozens of other jobs on a film set or 
in a production office. In addition, 
millions of dollars are being spent on 
ancillary services such as laboratories, 
sound and editing facilities, equipment 
and car rentals, hotels and restaurants. 


This expansion of the industrial base of 
the film industry is reflected in the 
significant growth in the membership of 
the trade associations, unions and guilds. 
One of the most dramatic increases has 
been in the membership of the Directors’ 
Guild, which went from 190 in 1977 to 
650 in 1979. Technicians’ unions and 
guilds have more than tripled their mem- 
bership in the same period, from 515 to 
1,728. 


The increase in production reflects the 
significant impact of the tax incentive 
offered by the 100 per cent Capital Cost 
Allowance provided to investors in 
certified Canadian feature films. It also 
results from the emergence of a number 
of entrepreneurial producers with increas- 
ingly stable financial and production 
management and marketing know-how, 
the growing interest of the financial insti- 
tutions and professional milieus, and 

the continuing creativity of Canadian 
film makers. 


Of the 70 Canadian features produced in 
1979, the Canadian Film Development 
Corporation provided financial assistance 
in the order of $10.8 million in 34 films 
with budgets totalling over $107 million. 
Of the 34 films in which the CFDC par- 
ticipated, 24 were in English and 10 in 
French. 


This financial assistance was provided 
through the Corporation’s development 
and interim financing programs, which 
were outlined in last year’s annual re- 
port, together with its more traditional 
equity investments in a number of films 
of cultural significance or involving new 
and promising Canadian talent. Through 
its development, interim and equity 
financing programs, the CFDC advanced 
$10.8 million to 34 productions, of 
which only 3 projects were not success- 
fully completed or financed. Of the total 
advance of $10.8 million to these pro- 
ductions, $7.2 were returned to the 
Corporation plus $650,000 of interest 
and fees earned, permitting the Corpo- 
ration to finish its fiscal year within the 
budget allocated by Parliament for 
1979-80. 


In addition to its financial assistance to 
producers, the CFDC took other positive 
steps to promote and encourage the 
Canadian film industry throughout 
1979-80. 


The Corporation was one of the major 
supporters of the newly established 
Academy of Canadian Cinema. In con- 
junction with the Genie celebrations, and 
to stress the importance of screenwriters 
to the industry, the CFDC established 
two annual cash awards of $5,000 each 
for the winners in the screenwriting 
categories. The prizes are named after 
two of the most distinguished person- 
alities in the industry: the Gratien 
Gélinas Award for best original screen- 
play and the Sydney Newman Award for 
best screen adaptation. 


The Toronto Festival of Festivals and 
Montreal’s World Film Festival have 
gained international recognition and the 
CFDC, as part of its continuing effort to 
support the marketing and promotion of 
Canadian films and talent, provided 
major financial assistance for the trade 
forum at Toronto and the international 
market at Montreal. 


The CFDC was also active at the 1979 
and 1980 Cannes Festivals and at 
MIFED in Milan in 1979 in its promo- 
tional efforts in support of Canadian 
films. 


The CFDC also co-sponsored seminars 
on the financing and the law of the film 
industry and undertook active campaigns 
to promote Canadian talent to the public 
and to inform Canadians of the impor- 
tance of the industry to the economic and 
cultural life of the country. 


The rapid increase in the number of 
Canadian features has not been without 
its problems, such as inflation of costs, 
quality of some films and the need to 
provide Canadian movies with better 
access to distribution and marketing in 
Canada and in foreign territories. Great 
strides have been made in the last few 
years but much remains to be done. 


The Corporation does not believe that 
another dramatic jump in the volume of 
production in 1980 would be in the best 
interests of the industry. It hopes that the 
level of production will stabilize so that 
greater emphasis can be placed on the 
quality of films and the development of 
the administrative, financial and market- 
ing infrastructure of the industry. 


Priorities for the 80’s 

Recognizing that a number of producers, 
particularly in the English sector, now 
operate successfully without requiring or 
desiring help from the CFDC, and deter- 
mined to do its part to strengthen the 
Canadian character of the production in 
which it is involved, the Corporation 
recently announced new priorities in 

the application of its programs. 


Increasingly the Corporation will be 
looking not just at the individual merits 
of film proposals, but also at their poten- 
tial contribution to Canadian cultural life 
and the development of the industry. 


The CFDC intends to increase its em- 
phasis on development financing and to 
de-emphasize its role as an interim len- 
der, recognizing that new sources of 
interim financing are now available. The 
Corporation wishes to put up its limited 
funds at the earlier, riskier stage when 
they are most needed. At the same time, 
the Corporation will establish a more 
structured, long-range development assis- 
tance program, encouraging producers 


fo plan ahead and to devote more effort 
fo acquiring better properties and de- 
veloping better screenplays and packages 
prior to production. 


Part of the CFDC’s budget will continue 
0 be set aside for skills development, 
with particular emphasis placed on writ- 
ing and directing in cooperation with 
industry organizations. 


The overall objective is to sustain an 
sconomically viable industry using 
Canadian craftspersons and artists, to 
make films of a quality sufficient to 
attract audiences in Canada and abroad, 
and to give the investor a sound return 
yn investment. 


The CFDC attaches high priority to in- 
Sreasing the Canadian character of 
feature films and to expanding the op- 
portunities for Canadian creative talent 
(0 grow and develop. Its new priorities 
in this area relate to films in which the 
CFDC invests and is independent of the 
Secretary of State’s review of the point 
system of the Capital Cost Allowance. 


Seven elements of the new priorities, 
which, when taken together, will help 
Canadian talent develop without lessen- 
ing the commercial potential, are: 


|. All producer functions, including 


executive producer, should be Canadian 


in films in which the CFDC invests. 
This does not apply to official 
coproductions. 


2. In the normal course, the Corporation 
will prefer that both the screenwriter 
and the director be Canadian. The 
Corporation will not invest in any 
film where both the writer and direc- 
tor are not Canadian. The CFDC will 
only accept a foreign director when 
that director has an outstanding repu- 
tation and agrees to assist in the 
industry’s development programs and 
where the project, as a whole, offers 
exceptional opportunities for 
Canadian creative talent. 


3. To encourage Canadian writers, the 
CFDC will not invest in the develop- 
ment of screenplays written by 
foreigners. 


4. The CFDC will only participate in 
films in which at least one of the lead- 
ing roles is Canadian. The Corpora- 
tion will continue to insist that Cana- 
dian stars get billing equivalent to 
their foreign counterparts. 


5. The CFDC continues to believe that 
no distinction should be made 
between resident and non-resident 
Canadian artists in order to encourage 
Canadians to practice their art in our 
country. It also believes that landed 
immigrants should continue to enjoy 
the same rights and privileges as other 
Canadians. However, in line with the 
policy established by the Foreign In- 
vestment Review Agency, landed 
immigrants who choose not to be- 
come citizens within one year of their 
becoming eligible to do so will ordi- 
narily cease to be considered as qual- 
ifying Canadians. 


6. The CFDC will not participate in 
films that unnecessarily disguise their 
Canadian locations. Films that by 
their subject require a foreign setting 
will continue to be eligible. The 
CFDC will always be favourable to 
themes that particularly reflect the 
Canadian character and way of life 
but the Corporation does not intend to 
restrict filmmakers in their choice of 
subjects. 


7. In order to make the best use of its 
limited funds, the CFDC will normal- 
ly participate only in coproductions 
in which Canadians have a majority 
participation. 


Another priority concerns the marketing 
of Canadian films. As the industry 
matures, producers should be increas- 
ingly able to secure reliable distribution 
of their films. In making its investments 
in 1980, especially in large budget films, 
the Corporation will be looking for great- 
er assurances of market potential. This 
will take the form of advance distribution 
arrangements, pre-sales to television and 
foreign territories, and detailed market 
estimates from recognized film sales 
organizations. 


In addition, the CFDC intends to announce 
in the near future a program with 
Canadian-owned distribution companies 
whereby it will increase its participation 
with these distributors in the launching 
and distribution in Canada of the films in 
which the Corporation invests. This will 
ensure that Canadians get an opportunity 
to see Canadian films in Canadian 
theatres. 

The growth of the Canadian industry in 
the past two years has been rapid. It is 
our hope that this new phase will secure 
that growth and lead to a stronger indus- 
try in the years ahead. 


Management 

On June 1, 1980, Mr. Michael McCabe 
resigned as the Corporation’s Executive 
Director. 

Some weeks earlier, Mr. Samuel Freeman 
also resigned as Deputy Director, 
English Production and General 
Counsel. Both announced their intention 
to remain associated with the film indus- 
try. 

Under the dynamic leadership of Mr. 
McCabe and the untiring assistance of 
Mr. Freeman and other members of the 
Corporation’s staff, the last two years 
have witnessed a significant increase in 
the amount and scope of CFDC pro- 
grams and investments. On behalf of the 
members of the board, I wish them both 
well and every success in their future 
endeavours. 

In other moves, Mr. Pierre Thibeault, a 
lawyer with extensive background in the 
film industry, in August 1979 was ap- 
pointed Deputy Director of the Corpora- 
tion and Director, French Production. 
He was named acting Executive Director 
of the Corporation on Mr. McCabe's 
resignation. 

Recognizing the growing importance of 
the industry in British Columbia, the 
CFDC established a joint office in 
Vancouver with the B.C. Film Industry 
Association. Karen Laurence was 
named Office Manager. 


Conclusion 

The growth of the Canadian film industry 
over the past two years has been pheno- 
menal. We have made a start — a good 
start! We have had our share of succes- 
ses and failures, as is normal in the film 
industries around the world. 


The great critical successes and the box 
office smashes are rare. All countries 
turn out a large number of films in the 
hope of producing a few good ones. 
Canada should not expect to be very 
different. 


Building an industry is a long-term pro- 
cess and it would be unfair to judge the 
results prematurely. The industry is alive 
and improving and it is the CFDC’s hope 
that the new priorities outlined above 
will contribute to a stronger industry in 
the year ahead. 


Financial Programs 


The Development Program 

The Development Program of the CFDC 
serves many functions. It advances funds 
to producers so that scripts may be pre- 
pared, budgets developed, directors and 
performers secured, and material neces- 


sary to raise production funds be prepared. 


These advances are normally repaid 
with interest and fees when the production 
funds are raised. Funds are normally 
advanced on a matching basis with 

the producer in cases where a screenplay 
appears to have both artistic and com- 
mercial merit, and the production group 
the necessary managerial, technical, 
artistic and marketing skills. Usually 
investments do not exceed $100,000 and 
are given on a non-recourse basis with 
the collateral security being the property 
itself. The Corporation retains a profit 
participation even after its development 
loan is repaid. 


The Interim Financing Program 
The CFDC lends funds to producers to 
enable them to commence production 
early in the year, before permanent 
financing is available; this makes it pos- 
sible for producers to finalize their 
financing programs. These funds are 
normally repaid with interest and fees 
when the production funds are raised. 


The CFDC’s participation does not ex- 
ceed 30 per cent of the required monies, 
and this sum is normally advanced along 
with other interim lenders. The producer 
must show sufficient financial commit- 
ments to enable the picture to be 
completed. During the past fiscal year, 
loans have varied between $150,000 and 
$500,000, the only guarantees being the 


promise to ensure permanent financing, 
and/or the revenues derived from the 
film. In the new fiscal year, the max- 
imum for these loans will be $250,000. 


It is understood that the film project must 
have sufficient artistic and commercial 
merit to benefit from the Corporation’s 
financial participation, and that the pro- 
duction group must have the necessary 
managerial, technical, artistic and mar- 
keting skills. The Corporation retains a 
profit participation after its interim loan 
is repaid. 


The Equity Investment Program 
The Corporation invests in the future of 
the Canadian film industry by providing 
funds for some films with notable cul- 
tural significance, and/or which involve 
young directors of great promise. The 
films must have a Canadian theme, as 
well as technical, artistic and creative 
content of a high enough caliber to 
benefit from the Corporation’s financial 
participation. The screenplays must also 
have strong artistic and commercial 
merit. 


Investment in this sector is usually be- 
tween $150,000 and $200,000, never 
more than one-third of the overall cost of 
the film. Return on this investment de- 
pends upon the success of the film. In 
view of the greater difficulty in raising 
funds from private sources for the 
financing of French language films, the 
Corporation has taken special steps to 
enhance the attractiveness of these in- 
vestments; priority in recoupment is 
given to private investors in the films 
which it supports. 


Production Report 


Some 70 Canadian feature films with 
budgets totalling over $150 million were 
produced in 1979, earning Canada a 
leading position among the major motion 
picture producing countries of the world. 
The CFDC participated in the production 
of 34 of these films. 


The Corporation made investments and 
loans of $10.8 million to assist in the 
production of these 34 films, 24 English, 
10 French, with combined budgets of 
around $107 million. This compares with 
investments or loans of $5.6 million for 
the production of 27 films with total 
budgets of almost $50 million in 1978. 


Of the $8.4 million invested this year in 
the form of development and interim 
loans, $7.2 million was repaid by the 
end of the fiscal year, with the remaining 
amount to be repaid during the course of 
the new year. 


In addition, the CFDC provided financial 
assistance totalling $649,000 to 27 pro- 
jects in the development stage. This 
action is part of the Corporation’s long- 
term planning and development of 
feature film projects in which it wants 

to participate. 


While making these important strides, 
the Corporation has continued in its 
efforts to help promote Canadian perfor- 
mers and artists in the international 
arena. Canadian performers must receive 
increasingly prominent roles in films in 


which the Corporation invests, and ap- 
propriate credit must be given for the 
actors’ contributions. Canadian directors 
have also obtained a position of priority 
in these films and, as a result, Canadian 
directors were chosen for a large major- 
ity of Corporation-aided films. 


English Production 

This year the CFDC participated in the 
production of 24 English language films 
with total budgets of $100 million. The 
Corporation provided $9 million for 
these films, with $8 million loaned for 
interim and development of 21 movies, 
and $1 million as equity in 3 features. 
The Corporation made an interim loan 
and an equity investment in one of the 
productions. 


This compares favorably with the 
Corporation’s performance for the pre- 
vious year when the CFDC provided 
financial assistance of $4.2 million to 17 
English language movies with total 
budgets of $42 million. Of this, $3 mil- 
lion was provided in the form of interim 
or development loans for 10 films and 
$1.2 million was equity investment in 

7 films. 


The 1979-80 figures illustrate the evolu- 
tion and reorientation of the CFDC’s 


program in the area of interim and devel- 


opment financing, as opposed to 
equity investment. 


Of the 24 English language features pro- 
duced with CFDC assistance, | was a 
coproduction under the terms of the 
Canada-United Kingdom coproduction 
treaty. 


French Production 

The CFDC participated in the production 
of 10 French language films during the 
fiscal year 1979-80. Of the total budgets 
of $7 million, the Corporation provided 
$1 million in equity financing. 

Also, the CFDC participated in 7 pro- 
jects in the script development stage with 
financial assistance of $84,000. 

In the previous year, the CFDC partici- 
pated in the production of 10 French lan- 
guage films with budgets totalling $7.7 
million in 1978-79. The CFDC provided 
financial assistance of $1.4 million to 
these ten 1978 motion pictures, with 
$300,000 as interim loans and $1.1 mil- 
lion as equity financing. 


Distribution Report 


The phenomenal increase in production 
during 1978 resulted in an unprecedented 
increase in global sales for 1979, helped 
to a great extent by the participation of 
the Canadian delegation in Cannes in 
May 1979. Looking ahead, a summary 
evaluation of the films in which the 
CFDC participated in 1978 shows that 
revenues to the production companies of 
$50 million can be expected. 


While too early to give any indication of 
sales figures for the 1979 features, indi- 
cations, based on pre-sales at last year’s 
Cannes Film Festival and continuing 
sales throughout the year, are that the 
1979 films will gain wide distribution 
throughout the world in theatres and on 
television. More films than ever will be 
sold to the U.S. market. 


In 1979-80 — contrary to previous years 
— a great number of Canadian films 
were shown in theatres in Canada, the 
United States and around the world. 


This year, new means of exhibition were 
used, such as U.S. television and pay- 
TV sales, and our producers reported 
interesting deals resulting. 


Theatrical Exhibition 


in Canada 

Sixteen new Canadian feature films were 
shown in Canadian theatres during the 
1979-80 fiscal year, with new box office 
records set for an individual film and for 
total receipts. 


Lead by ‘‘Meatballs’’ which generated 
$5 million and set a record for a single 
film, the 16 films took in total Canadian 
ticket receipts of over $10 million, up 
over 50 per cent from the previous high 
of $6.5 million set a year earlier. 


Of the 16 new Canadian films seen in the 
nation’s theatres the past year, nine were 
produced with the financial assistance of 
the CFDC, six in English, three in 
French. 


In addition to ‘‘Meatballs’’, another film 
aided by the CFDC did extremely well, 
‘“‘Murder by Decree’’ which took in over 
$2 million. 


Though much remains to be done in im- 
proving the distribution structure for 
Canadian films, the CFDC is, neverthe- 
less, well satisfied with the results 
obtained this year, for they substantially 
surpass previous figures. 


Exhibitor Quota and 


Investment Program 

Famous Players Limited continued its 
participation in the CFDC quota program 
for a fourth consecutive year, making a 
major contribution to the showing of 
Canadian made films in Canada. The 
Corporation is pleased with this partici- 
pation, and looks forward to a continuing 
and, hopefully, increased participation 

in the years to come. 


In addition to exhibiting Canadian 
movies across the country, Famous 
Players invested over $1.3 million in the 
production of Canadian films. This 
investment constitutes an important asset 
to our national film production. 


Promotion 

To match the growing stature and 
strength of the Canadian film industry, 
the CFDC in the past year put the em- 
phasis on promoting Canada as a major 
filmmaking country. The CFDC was 
particularly active at the Cannes Film 
Festival, the MIFED market in Milan 
and in supporting the international film 
market at the World Film Festival in 
Montreal and the trade forum at the 
Festival of Festivals in Toronto. The 
Corporation also actively supported 
several seminars for investors, producers, 
lawyers and other parties interested in 
the growing Canadian film industry. 


The CFDC also provided $94,000 to 
assist in the national launching of four 
Canadian films. 


In the new fiscal year, the Corporation is 
determined to see that Canadian films get 
as wide a distribution as possible. It will 
provide financial assistance and will 
work closely with Canadian producers 
and distributors in launching their films.

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Notes to Financial Statements 
March 31, 1980 


1. Objective and activities 

The Corporation was established in 1967 under the Canadian Film Development Corporation 
Act with the objective of fostering and promoting the development of a feature film industry in 
Canada. To achieve its objective, the Corporation advises and assists the Canadian producers, 
invests in Canadian feature film productions in return for a share in the proceeds from such 
productions and makes both interim financing and long term loans to producers and charges 
interest thereon. 


2. Significant accounting policies 

(a) Loans to producers 
The Corporation’s loans to producers are listed at their face value, net of an allowance for 
losses. 


(b) Investments in feature films 
The Corporation’s investments in feature films are carried at the lower of cost and net 
realizable value. Net realizable value represents estimated future revenues based on the 
average return during the current and preceding years. 


(c) Fixed assets 
Fixed assets are carried at cost and depreciation is provided at 20% per annum under the 
diminishing balance method for furniture and equipment and under the straight-line method 
for leasehold improvements. 


(d) Revenues 
Interest revenue earned on loans to producers is recorded on the accrual basis. Revenue 
from feature films and investment fees are recorded as received. 


(e) Equity of Canada 
Parliamentary appropriations are credited to the Statement of Equity of Canada and the net 
cost of operations is charged thereto. 


(f) Employee termination benefits 
Employees are entitled to specified benefits on termination as provided for under conditions 
of employment. The liability for these benefits is recorded in the accounts as benefits 
accrue to the employees. 


(g) Pension plan 
Employees of the Corporation are covered by the Public Service Superannuation Plan 
administered by the Government of Canada. Contributions to the plan are required from 
both the employee and the Corporation. These contributions represent the total liability of 
the Corporation and are recognized in the accounts on a current basis. 


3. Loans to producers 

During the year total financing of $7,850,302 (1979 — $1,854,262) was made available to 
producers, and $6,687,142 (1979 — $1,621,932) was repaid. Interest on all loans during the 
year was $332,282 (1979 — $89,815). 


4. Investments in feature films 

During the year $3,755,017 (1979 — $4,816,811) was invested in films, $627,769 (1979 = 
$855,043) was repaid and $3,359,831 (1979 — $3,801,765) was provided as write-offs of 
films. 


5. Commitments rae 
The Corporation is committed under contractual agreements to invest an amount of $387,677 in 
Canadian feature film productions. 


6. Comparative figures 
Some of the 1979 comparative figures have been restated to conform with the presentation 
adopted for 1980.

Chairman’s Report 


The 1980-81 fiscal year may prove to 
be the watershed mark for Canada’s 
feature film industry. It was a year of 
paradoxes; a year when the industry 
encountered an abrupt and sobering 
end to its boom psychology. While the 
dollar volume of production again 
climbed to record levels, the industry 
was confronted by a crisis in the finan- 
cial market which left some fine films 
unable to attract investors and which 
threatened to reduce drastically the 
number of projects for 1981-82. 


Yet it was a year which saw the 
industry move forward on many fronts. 
Canadian movies are gaining wider 
distribution and popularity at home, in 
the United States and around the 
world. The 1980 productions are 
notable for their quality and for their 
focus on Canada, attested to by the 
many favourable reviews appearing in 
Canadian and foreign publications. 


The CFDC’s priorities for the 80’s, 
described in the 1979-80 Annual 
Report, are already beginning to pro- 
duce results. Canadian themes and 
stories are appearing on-screen, 
written and directed by Canadians 
with growing international reputations 
and starring many of our best actors 
and actresses. The cultural needs of 
the country are beginning to find 
common ground with the commercial 
realities of the marketplace. 


While the actual number of films 
produced in 1980 declined from the 
previous year, individual budgets were 
higher and the total value of produc- 
tion rose by 10 per cent. Some 50 
features were produced in 1980 with 
total budgets estimated at $165 million, 
compared to 70 films with budgets 
totalling $150 million in 1979. 


Fewer productions at higher cost 
reflected two factors. More money was 
spent on development and on better 
production values, resulting in many 
more films of a quality able to compete 
internationally. Secondly, the general 
state of the economy had a noticeable 
effect on production due to rising labor 
and services costs and higher interest 
rates. 


The higher cost of production anda 
tighter money market contributed to 
the shortfall in sales of film units to 
private investors. A slow rate of return 
to investors from previous years, and 
more rigorous vetting of public issues 
by provincial securities commissions 
were also contributing factors. 


Because of the problems which arose 
in 1980, Canada’s producers, working 
closely with the Corporation and the 
financial community, are seeking to 
develop solid approaches to financing 
production, attempting to lower the 
risk to investors and to improve their 
chances of recoupment and profit. 
Production must stabilize at a level and 
rate of growth consistent with the 
availability of private investment, and 
at a cost which, while allowing for 
quality, also allows a reasonable chance 
for returns. The CFDC is encouraging 
this process and has established a 
ceiling of $4 million for any production 
receiving funds from the Corporation 
during 1981-82. It also continues to 
look for solid assurances of market 
potential based on market research, 
advance distribution arrangements and 
pre-sales to television and foreign 
markets. 


The Corporation remains convinced 
that Canada’s film industry will over- 
come its current problems. The CFDC 
is encouraged with the trend away from 
the production of single endeavors by 
individual producers towards longer 
term planning and multiple develop- 
ment projects by established produc- 
tion companies. 


In the 1981-82 year, the Corporation 
will focus its efforts on strengthening 
the industry’s cultural base: through its 
development program; by encouraging 
regional production; by bringing 
together established producers and 
new talent and by increasing its sup- 
port to professional development. In 
cementing this progress, the 100 per 
cent Capital Cost Allowance remains a 
vital incentive to financing Canadian 
production. The CFDC welcomes the 
modifications to the income tax regula- 
tions announced by the Minister of 
Communications. The CCA has been 
strengthened, ensuring greater par- 
ticipation in and control by Canadians 
of their own industry. 


With the prospect of pay television 
being licenced in Canada and with 
emerging home video technologies 
becoming a possible popular alterna- 
tive to theatres, the need for Canadian 
films and programming is greater than 
ever. Diversification into production for 
television is desirable as a means of 
offsetting the high risk in feature films. 
It is also a response to the burgeoning 
demand for privately produced pro- 
gramming. The private sector now 
surpasses public agencies as a source 
of talent and production capacity. The 
CFDC is actively encouraging this 
diversification. It will review the Cor- 
poration’s mandate for feature films 
with the government and explore ways 
in which its financial programs can be 
expanded. 


Co-productions between Canadian and 
foreign producers is another area 
which the Corporation is exploring asa 
means of diversification. As adminis- 
trator of Canada’s co-production 
treaties, the CFDC commissioned a 
study of the philosophy, application 
and consequences of the five existing 
agreements for Canada. The study was 
undertaken by Mr. Michael Spencer, 

a former Executive Director of the Cor- 
poration. It concluded that a certain 
imbalance had occurred in the respec- 
tive contributions of Canadians and 
their foreign collaborators, to the 
detriment of the Canadian industry. The 
CFDC is now developing guidelines for 
the government’s consideration to 
correct these imbalances and to 
encourage co-productions. 


Those concerns and visions were 
reflected in the Corporation’s medium 
term objectives submitted to the 
government at the end of the fiscal 
year. These objectives, which form the 
basis of the 1981-82 strategic overview 
approved by the Board, are in keeping 
with the Corporation’s responsibility 
to foster and promote the development 
of Canada’s film industry, and are 
complementary to the government’s 
indirect support to production through 
the 100 per cent Capital Cost 
Allowance: 


1. to increase Canadian content as it 
is reflected culturally in Canadian 
films; 


2. to improve the quality of Canadian 
films in terms of their artistic and 
commercial potential; 


to maintain an adequate volume of 
activity in French and English 
production; and to stimulate 
indigenous production in all 
regions; 


to promote rational growth, high 
employment and economic 
stability within all sectors of the 
industry; 


to improve the image of Canadian 
cinema in Canada and abroad; 


to stimulate use of co-production 
agreements to provide maximum 
benefit for Canada, while ensuring 
maximum levels of Canadian con- 
tent in individual co-productions; 


to work with the private sector and 
with government to maximize 
exploitation of new technologies: 
pay-TV, expanded cable services 
and home video centres to in- 
crease markets and revenues for 
Canadian productions; 


to strengthen the Corporation’s 
relations with the central agencies 
and with other cultural agencies, 
both federal and provincial; 


to assist the private film industry 
in developing joint initiatives with 
the publishing and sound record- 
ing industries; to make better use 
of Canadian cultural expression in 
all media and to improve oppor- 
tunities for cross-capitalization 
between industries and their 
capacities to compete in their 
respective domestic and foreign 
markets; 


to ensure that the Corporation, 
and through it the Federal Gov- 
ernment, continues to play a 
strong role, both culturally and 
financially, in the Canadian film 
industry and the related business 
and financial communities. 


These concerns also formed the basis 
of the Corporation’s brief to the 

Federal Cultural Policy Review Com- 
mittee. In its brief and in its appearance 
before the Committee, the CFDC made 
a series of recommendations to the 
government on directions for the 
Corporation’s future and for the future 
involvement of government in the 
industry: 


1. that the CFDC, as the federal 
cultural agency responsible for 
promoting the development of the 
industry’s private sector, be given: 


a) the financial resources neces- 
sary to have a significant and 
comprehensive impact on the 
production and distribution of 
films that reflect Canada; 


b) the mandate to support the 
industry in the production and 
dissemination of all types of 
films. 


2. that the 100 per cent Capital Cost 
Allowance be continued for pro- 
duction of Canadian films and 
programming, and that mech- 
anisms be established to 
guarantee increased access of 
Canadian product and returns to 
Canadian production from existing 
theatrical and television markets 
and from new markets in home 
video entertainment. 


3. that the federal government con- 
centrate its efforts in the 1980s on 
strengthening the cultural and 
economic viability of Canada’s 
cultural industries by: 


a) improving coordination of its 
intervention in film and video, 
with a view to maximizing its 
impact at all levels; 


b) developing a strategy to assist 
the industrial base of cultural 
expression in film, publishing 
and sound recording, to im- 
prove their competitiveness in 
the Canadian market and 
abroad. 


Management 


On August 1, 1980, Mr. André Lamy 
was appointed Executive Director of 
the Corporation, replacing Mr. Michael 
McCabe who resigned May 31, 1980. 
Mr. Lamy has had wide experience in 
both the public and private sectors of 
the Canadian film and television in- 
dustry. A co-founder of Onyx Films, 
one of Canada’s earliest and most 
successful production companies, 

Mr. Lamy went on to serve eight years 
with the National Film Board as Deputy 
Film Commissioner and then Govern- 
ment Film Commissioner and Chairman 
of the Board, following which he 
became a vice-president of the Cana- 
dian Broadcasting Corporation. 


Mr. Lamy moved quickly to strengthen 
the management of the Corporation. 
Mr. lan McDougall was named Deputy 
Director, Toronto and Head of English 
Production. Mr. Ronald Legault was 
appointed Director of Administration; 
Mrs. Jocelyne Pelchat-Johnson, 
Director of Distribution and Marketing; 
Ms. Judith McCann, Director of Policy 
and Planning; and Ms. Heather Mit- 
chell, Legal Advisor. 


The Corporation established its Van- 
couver office on a full-time basis in 
January 1981 to represent the CFDC 
throughout Western Canada. Ms. Karen 
Laurence was appointed the CFDC’s 
representative. 


Conclusion 


The 1980-81 year was one of change 
for both the industry and the Corpora- 
tion. Having experienced two years of 
rapid growth, Canada’s film community 
began to experience the financial 
problems that beset the young industry. 
In the process it became more mature, 
creating the best overall group of 
feature films ever produced in the 
country. Canadian films were getting 
wider distribution, doing better at the 
box office at home and abroad and 
receiving warmer receptions from 

film critics. 


While the financial problems will not 
vanish overnight, the CFDC remains 
convinced that the Canadian feature 
film industry can look forward to the 
future with mature confidence. 


Financial Programs 


The Development 
Program 


The Development Program of the 
CFDC serves many functions. !t ad- 
vances funds to producers to prepare 
scripts, develop budgets, secure 
directors and performers, and make 
ready material necessary to raise 
production funds. These advances are 
normally repaid with interest and fees 
when the production funds are raised. 
Funds are advanced on matching basis 
with the producer in cases where a 
screenplay appears to have both 
artistic and commercial merit, and the 
production group has the necessary 
managerial, technical, artistic and 
marketing skills. Investments do not 
exceed $100,000 and are given ona 
non-recourse basis with the collateral 
security being the property itself. The 
Corporation retains a profit participa- 
tion even after its development loan is 
repaid. 


Production Report 


Some 50 Canadian feature films were 
produced in 1980 with budgets totalling 
about $165 million, confirming Cana- 
da’s position among the major motion 
picture producing countries of the 
world. The CFDC participated in the 
production of 25 of these films as well 
as assisting in the completion of 3 films 
produced in 1979. 


The Corporation made investments and 
loans of $7.3 million to assist in the 
production of these 28 films (21 English, 
7 French) which had combined budgets 
of around $86 million. 


In 1979, the CFDC provided invest- 
ments and loans of $10.8 million for the 
production of 34 films with total 
budgets of $107 million. 


Of the $5.9 million invested this year in 
the form of development and interim 
loans, $3.4 million was repaid by the 
end of the fiscal year. The remaining 
amount will be repaid during the 
course of the new year. 


The Interim Financing 
Program 


The CFDC lends funds to producers to 
help them commence production 


before permanent financing is finalized. 


These funds are normally repaid with 
interest and fees when the production 
monies are raised. 


The CFDC’s participation does not 
exceed 20 per cent of the required 
monies, and this sum is normally 
advanced along with other interim 
lenders. The producer must show 
sufficient financial commitments to 
enable the picture to be completed. As 
noted in the last Annual Report, a 
maximum of $250,000 has been im- 
posed on these loans, with guarantees 
being the promise to ensure permanent 
financing, and/or the revenues derived 
from the film. In the new fiscal year 
guarantees in the form of collateral will 
be required in some cases. The Cor- 
poration retains a profit participation 
after its interim loan is repaid. 


In addition, the CFDC provided finan- 
cial assistance totalling $1.2 million to 
34 projects in the development stage. 
This action is part of the Corporation’s 
long-term planning and development 
of feature film projects in which it 
wants to participate. 


The Corporation also continues to help 
promote Canadian performers and 
artists in the international arena. In 
keeping with the CFDC’s priorities for 
the 80’s, at least one Canadian per- 
former had a lead role in each of the 


films in which the Corporation invested. 


Canadian directors have also obtained 
a position of priority and were chosen 
for the majority of CFDC-aided pro- 
ductions. Canadian screenwriters have 
received greater attention, particularly 
in the development of screenplays 
where CFDC assistance is limited to 
Canadian screenwriters. 


The Equity Investment 
Program 


The Corporation invests in the future of 
the Canadian film industry by providing 
funds for some motion pictures with 
notable cultural significance, and/or 
which involve directors of great 
promise. The films must have a Cana- 
dian theme, as well as technical, 
artistic and creative content of a high 
enough caliber to warrant the Corpora- 
tion’s financial participation. The 
screenplays must also have strong 
artistic and commercial merit. 


Investment in this sector is usually 
between $150,000 and $200,000, never 
more than 50 per cent of the overall 
cost of the film. Return on this invest- 
ment depends on the commercial 
success of the film. In view of the 
greater difficulty in raising funds from 
private sources to finance French 
language films, the CFDC has taken 
special steps to enhance the attractive- 
ness of these investments. The Cor- 
poration currently allows priority 
recoupment to private investors in 
French language films which it 
supports. 


English Production 


This year the CFDC participated in 21 
English language films with budgets 
totalling $75 million. 18 were new 
productions and 3 were 1979 films 
requiring funds for additional photo- 
graphy or completion. (Two of the 1979 
productions, “Babe” and “‘Deadline,” 
were financed initially by the Corpora- 
tion in that year and were listed in the 
1979-80 Annual Report.) 


The Corporation provided $4.6 million 
to these 21 productions with $4.1 
million loaned for interim financing and 
$475,000 as equity investment in three 
films. 


As well as participating in 21 produc- 
tions that were produced in 1979 or 
1980, the CFDC also invested $850,000 
in the script or long-range development 
of 25 projects planned for production 

in 1981-82 or later. 


The CFDC participated in five produc- 
tions filmed in Alberta and British 
Columbia, eight in Ontario, six in 
Quebec and two in Atlantic Canada. 


Of the 21 English language features 
produced with CFDC assistance, one, 
“Atlantic City’, was a co-production 
under the terms of the Canada-France 
co-production treaty. 


During 1980-81, the CFDC created 

a new structure in the Distribution and 
Marketing Branch, with a team of 
consultants divided between Montreal 
and Toronto. Conscious of the diffi- 
culties facing Canadian distributors, 
and having consulted Canadian dis- 
tribution companies, the Corporation 
resolved to give priority to aiding this 
sector of the industry. In a program 
which will reach its full potential in 
1981-82, the CFDC will offer financial 
aid to Canadian distribution companies 
which will help them to distribute and 
market Canadian certified films. 


In Canada, this program consists of 
short term loans or investments. This 
financial support may be used to 
establish a marketing system for the 
theatrical launch of certified Canadian 
films. Abroad, financial assistance is 
only available to Canadian companies 
selling or marketing Canadian feature 
films around the world. 


Theatrical Exhibition 


During the fiscal year, 27 certified 
Canadian feature films were shown in 
Canadian theatres. Eighteen of these 
were produced with the Corporation’s 
assistance; 23 were English-language 
movies and 4 were in French. The 
CFDC aided in the launching of 9 films,

French Production 


The CFDC participated in the produc- 
tion of 7 French language films during 
the fiscal year. Of the total budgets of 
$10.6 million, the Corporation provided 
$725,000 in equity investment and 
$550,000 in interim financing. 


Also, the CFDC participated in 9 
projects in the script development 
stage with financial assistance of 
$350,000. 


Distribution and Marketing 


Box office receipts for Canadian films 
distributed in Canada during the past 
year totalled $12 million, a 20 per cent 
increase from the $10 million in 
1979-80. 


This year 15 Canadian certified feature 
films, including one in French, were 
released in the United States. Box 
office receipts for these films totalled 
almost $46 million. 


Famous Players 


Famous Players Limited continued to 
participate, for the fifth consecutive 
year, in the preferential exhibition of 
Canadian certified films, thereby con- 
tinuing to support exhibition of Cana- 
dian films in Canada. The Corporation 
is pleased with this policy and hopes 
that Famous Players will continue in 
the same vein for years to come. 


In addition to exhibiting Canadian 
movies, Famous Players continued its 
program of assisting the production of 
Canadian features, investing $2.7 
million during the past year. This 
constitutes an important aid to our 
national production and is very much 
appreciated. 


In 1979, the CFDC participated in the 
production of 10 French language films 
with budgets totalling $7 million. The 
CFDC provided financial assistance of 
$1 million to these 10 motion pictures 
through equity financing. 


Two of the French language features 

produced with CFDC assistance were 
co-productions under the terms of the 
Canada-France co-production treaty. 


Promotion 


Faced with many more films and the 
improved position the Canadian in- 
dustry now occupies in the world 
market, the Corporation has once 
again emphasized the promotion of 
Canadian feature films. Desirous of 
supporting producers and distributors 
in the development of new international 
markets, and of publicizing this year’s 
features, the Corporation played an 
active role in the support and promo- 
tion of our industry at the Cannes and 
Berlin Festivals and at the new Amer- 
ican Film Market held in Los Angeles 
in March 1981. The Canadian cinema 
is becoming increasingly well-known, 
and, as happened at the Los Angeles 
Film Market, Canadian movies are an 
important portion of the overall offer- 
ings. In fact, 25 per cent of the films 
available at Los Angeles were Cana- 
dian. This year, Canadian feature 
films were sold to over 100 countries. 
There is not one major theatrical 
exhibition chain internationally that 
has not shown a Canadian feature film. 


In Canada, the Corporation has con- 
tinued to give its financial support to 
important industry activities which 
could widen our commercial outlets. 
Such activities include the Film Market 
of Montreal’s World Film Festival and 
the Trade Forum of Toronto’s Festival 
of Festivals. The CFDC also supported 
the Academy of Canadian Cinema and 
its Genie Awards presentation, the week 
of Québécois Cinema in Montreal and 
several professional seminars held 
across Canada.

Chairman’s Report 


Motion pictures are the most pervasive 
and powerful means of expression in 
our time. For any independent nation 
which wishes to nurture in its people, 
or convey to others, a distinctive 
identity or image, the development of 
an indigenous, authentic motion pic- 
ture production industry is indispen- 
sable. 

The population of Canada, with its 
natural aptitude for and fascination 
with communications, is a nation of 
film enthusiasts. As with our mania for 
television and telephones, we are the 
greatest, per capita, film-going public 
in the world. We have the largest film 
festival in North America. We have 
countless film programs in our schools, 
colleges and universities. Our appetite 
for film is apparently insatiable. Yet 
our diet lacks one major ingredient — 
our own films. If our character and 
tastes are formed by what we consume 
— and they are — we are in mortal peril 
of becoming anything and everything 
except ourselves. 

The importance of film to nation- 
building was grasped when Canada 
established the National Film Board in 
1939 and then CBC television services 
in 1952. In keeping with an unique 
Canadian pattern in transportation, 
agriculture, resource development, 
broadcasting, and other industrial ac- 
tivities, the CFDC was created 15 years 
ago to encourage the private sector of 
the film industry. This step acknow- 
ledged that the private sector had to be 
as strong and as committed as the 
public sector if national goals of under- 
standing, self-recognition, and self- 
respect were to be achieved. In 
practice, alas, the CFDC’s short 
history, achievements notwithstanding, 
is a history of fulfillment deferred. 
While the Corporation has been 
effective in stimulating production, 
on-going problems in domestic dis- 
tribution have restricted the Canadian 
audience for Canadian films. 

The CFDC’s position, financially, has 
remained practically static for 14 years, 
yet its effect on film production during 
that time has been remarkable. Prior to 
1968, less than half-a-million dollars 
was invested annually in feature films 
by the private sector. In the CFDC’s 
first year, three films were assisted into 
production. Since then the CFDC has 
participated in the creation of over 
400 motion pictures. This involvement 
is often a condition of participation for 
many financial institutions and private 
investors, who rely upon the CFDC’s 
assessment and guidance in the in- 
creasingly complex process of putting 
together multi-million dollar contracts. 


Despite this record, the Canadian 
industry is capable and anxious to be 
more productive, especially with the 
advent of pay-television. In order to 
meet the challenges of the eighties, the 
industry needs more strategically- 
placed assistance than is being 
provided now so that its potential and 
its talent can be used more efficiently. 
The CFDC has a firm grasp of the 
needs to be fulfilled in production, 
distribution and other support pro- 
grams in the industry of the eighties. 
By the end of the decade, the private 
sector could assemble several large 
corporate entities producing both 
short and long films for theatres and 
television; establish major Canadian 
distributors supplying product to 
theatres and television in this country 
and selling abroad; and be active in 
film production on a major scale in all 
regions of the country. By that time, 
too, the total private sector in motion 
pictures activity could be in excess of 
half-a-billion dollars annually. 

Canada’s cultural autonomy de- 
pends significantly upon the develop- 
ment of this industry in a rational and 
determinated way, just as it depends 
upon the integrity of the broadcasting 
and publishing industries as expres- 
sions of this country’s identity. It is in 
this context that the CFDC’s policies 
have developed over recent years, and 
in this context that the activities during 
1981-82 are reported. 


1981/82 in Review 

According to Statistics Canada, 30,000 
Canadians now make their living in 
independent film and television pro- 
duction. Canada possesses world class 
production crews and we have devel- 
oped experienced screen-writers, 
performers and directors of internatio- 
nal calibre. Canadian producers, too, 
are proving themselves internationally, 
in a highly competitive business. 

There is strength in co-operation, 
and Canadian filmmakers this year 
strove to organize and unify associa- 
tions in the industry. A number of 
Canada’s leading producers formed 
the Association of Canadian Movie 
Production Companies. Later, this 
organization joined with the long- 
established Canadian Film and Televi- 
sion Association and the Association 
des producteurs de films du Québec 
to form the Canadian Producers 
Council. With other associations 
unions and guilds, this Council fought 
for and obtained a one year deferral of 
the “half-year convention” as applied 
to capital cost allowance in the Novem- 
ber 12 Budget, for certified Canadian 
film and videotape productions. This 
collective effort is being directed to 


other common difficulties currently 
facing the industry. 

In its submission to the Federal Cul- 
tural Policy Review Committee (see 
1980/81 Annual Report for summary of 
CFDC recommendations), the CFDC 
drew attention to the inadequacy of its 
resources to assist materially with the 
much enlarged industry of the 1980’s. 
The Corporaion also noted that the 
range of its concerns had spread con- 
siderably and therefore the limits of the 
CFDC’s responsibilities were in need 
of redefinition. In June 1981 the Minis- 
ter of Communications announced a 
special parliamentary allocation of $4 
million to establish a separate interim 
financing fund for films. These addi- 
tional funds were in the form of a loan 
to the Corporation to be repaid in 
1983/84. 

The Minister also acknowledged the 
need for the CFDC to provide support 
to all facets of private sector motion 
picture production and distribution. To 
be effective this expansion of the 
CFDC’s range of participation would 
require a substantial increase in the 
Corporation’s annual budget. With 
such an increase the CFDC could 
properly recognize the broad base of 
the production industry, thereby con- 
tributing significantly to a better ba- 
lanced private sector and to a healthier 
iong-term corporate development. 

In September 1981, the Corporation 
made a general intervention before the 
CRTC Hearings on Pay Television. It 
reaffirmed the CRTC contention that 
a pay television system must support 
Canadian independent production 
through both funding and distribution. 
The CFDC asserted that there was 
sufficient talent in Canada to produce 
substantial pay tv programming, if 
there were sufficient funds to do so. 
The Corporation also indicated a 
willingness to co-operate in any way 
possible to assist in the allocation or 
reallocation of funds generated by 
cable distribution intended for the 
private sector production industry. 

Despite severely restricted funds, 
the CFDC has tried to respond to, and 
further stimulate, industry growth 
across Canada. The past year saw 
more development outside the major 
production centres of Montreal and 
Toronto than ever before. The CFDC is 
anxious to work closely with provincial 
government agencies and to strengthen 
the regional base of production. Col- 
laboration with the Institut québécois 
du cinéma continued and initial meet- 
ings were held with the newly formed 
Alberta Motion Picture Development 
Corporation. With the awarding of 
regional Pay TV licenses, the CFDC 
considers this policy of regional 
support more important than ever. 


Coproductions continue to be of im- 
portance to theatrical production, but 
are also of potential benefit to televi- 
sion production. In this light the CFDC 
has been negotiating with Canada’s 
five coproduction partners (France, 
Germany, Italy, Israel and the United 
Kingdom) to open the existing copro- 
duction treaties to include television 
production. As well, discussions are 
underway to explore the possibility of 
additional treaties with Australia, Bel- 
gium and Spain. 

Domestic distribution remains, 
paradoxically, the critical problem in 
the balanced development of the Cana- 
dian industry. As Canadian films gain 
increasing popularity internationally, 
they are virtually excluded from our 
own market. 1981 was a benchmark 
year in distribution of Canadian 
product in the United States and 
abroad, with the American box office 
receipts for Canadian films nearly 
doubling the 1980 figures. 

Critically as well as commercially, 
there were more sucesses than ever 
before. International awards to Atlantic 
City, Heartaches, Les Plouffe, Ticket to 
Heaven, Quest for Fire, and Scanners 
attest to the world-wide acclaim of 
recent Canadian cinema. However, 
according to Statistics Canada’s most 
recent data (1980), revenues from 
Canadian productions distributed in 
Canada in all markets — theatrical, tele- 
vision and non-theatrical — account for 
only 8.7 per cent of the total revenues 
earned in Canada from the distribution 
of films and video tapes. The nature of 
the distribution and exhibition systems 
in the country continues to limit access 
of Canadian films to Canadian screens 
and Canadian audiences. The CFDC, 
while maintaining the distribution 
programs initiated last year, is also 
exploring means of improving the 
current domestic situation. To this end, 
the CFDC promoted the establishment 
of, and is participating in, the Depart- 
ment of Communications Task Force 
on Distribution and Exhibition. This 
task force was set to work in January 
1982 to study and to recommend 
changes to existing federal policies 
and programs affecting distribution 
and exhibition, and to make further 
recommendations for a federal strate- 
gy in this area. The report of the Task 
Force is expected by the end of 
summer 1982. 


Internationally, the CFDC is working 
to improve promotion of the Canadian 
film industry through FILM CANADA. 
FILM CANADA made its debut in 
March at the 1982 American Film Mar- 
ket and will continue its activities in 
Canada and abroad in the coming year. 

The Corporation, recognizing the 
importance of ancillary activities to the 
industry, provided support to the 
Academy of Canadian Cinema, to 
three Canadian film festivals and toa 
number of seminars, conferences and 
workshops sponsored by various in- 
dustry associations across the country. 
Although there is an obvious need to 
expand this form of assistance, finan- 
cial restrictions currently make such 
expansion impossible. Lack of funds 
also prevents the CFDC from meeting 
its legislative responsibilities to sup- 
port industry training. 

The CFDC is aware of the necessity 
to be more productive with limited 
sources of financing and therefore 
among its priorities is that of exploring 
new financing strategies. These strate- 
gies include: 

1) development of ‘‘packages” of 
films to be sold to investors under 
the capital cost allowance; 
collaboration with other public 
agencies, federal and provincial 
to lever private sector funds; 
promotion of lower budget pro- 
ductions; 
encouragement of the use of 
coproductions as a means to 
expand the industry’s base; 

5) development within the financial 
community to finance culturally 
important projects with a gua- 
ranteed return, through activities 
such as banking or discounting 
distribution contracts. 

Over the past several years Canada 
has developed the technical and 
artistic resources of a first class film 
industry. Given the opportunity to con- 
tinue producing, Canadian filmmakers 
can make a valuable contribution to 
our national life. Continued produc- 
tion, however, is dependent upon a 
strengthening and stabilizing of the 
industry’s financial base. Adequate 
government support is an important 
step in such stabilization. A better 
balance between government funding 
of public and private sector film 
industries is essential if the private 
sector is to survive. There is a positive 
and anecessary role for the CFDC in 
the future of the Canadian film industry, 
but unless the CFDC’s ability to oper- 
ate effectively is strengthened through 
increased funding, the Corporation will 
be unable to assist the industry in 
fulfilling its potential. 
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Service to the Public 

At the request of Treasury Board, 
Official Languages Branch, the Cor- 
poration undertook, at the end of 
October 1981, a survey to determine 
the degree of satisfaction of its 
clientele in the services it provides in 
both official languages. Organizations, 
institutions and a sampling of the film- 
makers and business people with 
whom the CFDC deals regularly were 
asked to rate the Corporation’s per- 
formance in three areas: telephone 
communications, written communica- 
tions and communications during 
meetings. The survey showed that 90 
per cent of the respondents consider- 
ed CFDC performance in both official 
languages to be good to excellent. 

In his 1981 Annual Report, the Com- 
missioner of Official Languages states: 
“Again this year the Canadian Film 
Development Corporation deserves to 
be praised for its truly successful lin- 
guistic performance.” 


Management 

In 1981 certain changes were made to 
the financial management of the Cor- 
poration. The new structure, presented 
in the Statement of Operations in this 
report, reflects more accurately the 
operations of the Corporation and the 
costs of its program. 

The excess of expenditures by the 
Corporation, noted by the Auditor 
General in the 1980/81 financial state- 
ment, was absorbed by the Corpora- 
tion in the 1981/82 fiscal year. 

In May 1981, Michel Vennat com- 
pleted his term of office as Chairman 
of the Board of the Corporation. 

David P. Silcox was appointed in July 
to replace him. Donald Webster and 
Gary Duke also completed their terms 
this fiscal year. Appointed to the board 
in 1981/82 were Claude Bruneau and 
David Leighton. 

In February, Luc Germain was 
appointed as Director of Financial 
Services for the Corporation and, in 
March, Donna Wong-Juliani was 
appointed as representative to the 
western region, replacing Karen 
Laurence who was seconded to 
Montreal. 


Financing Programs 


The Development Program 
This program is designed to encourage 
the writing and production of Canadian 
scripts and the development of pro- 
perties originating in Canada. The 
expanding base of high calibre Cana- 
dian writing talent and the increasing 
confidence in Canadian stories and 
themes made the development 
program more important than ever 

in 1981. 

Under this program funds are 
advanced to producers so that scripts 
may be prepared, budgets developed, 
directors and performers secured. 
Development funds may also be used 
to assist producers in packaging and 
arranging distribution necessary to 
raise the permanent financing. To be 
eligible for CFDC assistance a project 
must appear to have both artistic and 
commercial merit, and the production 
group proven managerial, technical, 
artistic and marketing skills. The Cor- 
poration’s funds are generally ad- 
vanced on a matching basis with the 
producer, and usually do not exceed 
$100,000. These advances are normally 
repaid with interest and fees when 
production funds are raised; however, 
they are given on a non-recourse basis 
with the collateral security being the 
property itself. In 1981/82, as in past 
years, the Corporation retained a 
profit participation in the film after the 
development loan was repaid. 


Production Report 


Some 37 Canadian feature films were 
produced in 1981 with budgets totalling 
about $85 million. The CFDC par- 
ticipated in the production of 23 of 
these films as well as assisting in the 
completion of six films produced in 
1980. 

The Corporation made investments 
and loans of $4.6 million to assist in the 
production of these 29 films (15 
English, 14 French) which had com- 
bined budgets of approximately $50 
million. 

In 1980, the CFDC provided invest- 
ments and loans of $7.3 million for the 
production of 28 films with total 
budgets of $86 million. 

The CFDC provided financial assist- 
ance totalling $1.1 million to 41 pro- 
jects in the development stage. This 
action is part of the Corporation’s 
long-term planning and development 
of projects in which it wants to 
participate. 


The Interim Financing 


Program 

In June 1981 the CFDC received from 
Parliament an allocation of $4 million, 
repayable by the CFDC in 1983/84. 
With this $4 million the Corporation 
established a banking operation, in- 
dependent of the annual parliamentary 
appropriation, to be used exclusively 
for guaranteed interim lending. Crea- 
tion of this separate interim financing 
fund enabled the CFDC to concentrate 
a much greater portion of the annual 
allocation on its Development and 
Equity programs. 

As in past years, interim loans are 
made to producers to help them com- 
mence production before permanent 
financing is finalized. The CFDC’s 
participation does not exceed 20 per 
cent of the required monies, and this 
sum is normally advanced along with 
other interim lenders. The producer 
must show sufficient financial commit- 
ments to enable the picture to be 
completed. The maximum for these 
loans is generally $250,000 guaranteed 
by a promise to ensure permanent 
financing, and/or the revenues derived 
from the film. In some cases a second 
$250,000 is possible; however, this sum 
must be guaranteed by collateral in 
the form of tangible assets. Interim 
loans are normally repaid, with interest 


The Corporation also continues to 
help promote Canadian performers and 
artists in the international arena. At 
least one Canadian performer had a 
lead role in each of the films in which 
the Corporation invested. Canadian 
directors have also obtained a position 
of priority and were chosen for the 
majority of CFDC-aided productions. 
Canadian screenwriters have received 
greater attention, particularly in the 
development of screenplays, where 
CFDC assistance is limited to Cana- 
dian screenwriters. 


English Production 

In 1981/82, the CFDC participated in 
the production of 15 English-language 
films with budgets totalling $41.5 
million. Thirteen were new productions 
and two were 1980 films requiring 
funds for completion. The Corporation 
provided $3.6 million to these 15 
productions: $3.3 million in interim 
financing and $237,000 as equity 
investment in two fims. 


and fees, when the permanent financ- 
ing has been raised. In 1981/82 the 
Corporation retained a profit participa- 
tion in the film after this repayment; 
however, in 1982/83 the Corporation 
will be reworking this policy as it 
applies to both the Interim and Devel- 
opment programs. 


Equity Investment Program 
This is a program of direct investment 
in films of cultural significance or 
motion pictures which involve new 
Canadian directors of promise. Under 
this program films are required to be 
wholly Canadian in terms of technical, 
artistic and creative content, and pro- 
jects must appear to have both artistic 
and commercial merit. Production 
costs, in general, are not to exceed 
$1,000,000. Maximum CFDC investment 
in this sector is $200,000 and rarely 
more than 25 per cent of the overall 
cost of the film. Recoupment of this 
investment depends on the commercial 
success of the film. 

In view of the greater difficulty in 
raising funds from private sources to 
finance French-language productions, 
the CFDC has taken special steps to 
enhance the attractiveness of these 
investments. The Corporation currently 
allows priority recoupment to private 
investors in French language films 
which it supports. 


Of these 15 films, eight were filmed 
in Ontario, four in Quebec, one in 
British Columbia, one shot across the 
country, from coast to coast, and one 
shot entirely in Florida and Nevada. 
Thirteen of the CFDC assisted produc- 
tions were dramatic features, one was 
a half-hour animation for television and 
one was a feature documentary. 

As well as participating in films 
produced in 1980 or 1981, the CFDC 
also invested $890,000 in script or long 
range development of 30 projects 
planned for production in 1982/83 or 
later. 

During the course of the year the 
Corporation received a total of 133 
applications for production financing. 
In addition, 280 scripts or treatments 
were submitted for development as- 
sistance, and were evaluated by out- 
side readers. 


French Production 

In 1981/82, the Corporation particip- 
ated in the production of six French- 
language feature films and four 
television series. Their combined 
budgets amounted to $7.3 million. The 
Corporation provided financial assist- 
ance of $755,000 in equity investment 
and $250,000 in interim financing for 
these productions. 


Distribution and Marketing 


Theatrical Distribution 

In 1981/82, 35 certified Canadian 
feature fims (29 English-language and 
six French-language) were shown in 
Canadian movie theatres. Twenty-five 
of these films were produced with 
CFDC assistance. 

Over the last year box-office receipts 
for Canadian films distributed in Ca- 
nada reached $16.8 million, an 
increase of 40 per cent over the $12 
million grossed in 1980/81. 

Twenty certified Canadian feature 
films were shown in the United States 
this year. Box-office receipts for these 
films totalled about $88 million, as 
compared with $46 milion in the 
previous year. 

Under the Distribution and Market- 
ing Assistance Program, established 
on April 1, 1981, the Corporation 
offered financial assistance to Cana- 
dian distribution companies for the 
distribution of certified Canadian 
feature films. 

The loans or investment available 
in Canada through this program help 
to create a marketing system for the 
theatrical release of Canadian feature 
films. Eleven films received assistance 
under this program, four in the form of 
investment to be repaid from box- 
office receipts and seven in the form 
of guaranteed loans. The films con- 
cerned are: Antoine et ses anges, 
Atlantic City, Good Riddance (Les 
Bons débarras), Cries in the Night, Les 
femmes-enfants, The Handyman 
(L’Homme a tout faire), On n’est pas 
des anges, Les Plouffe, Le plus beau 
jour de ma vie, Surfacing. 

This program provided total fi- 
nancing of $157,000. 

CFDC management met individually 
with the executives of all the distribu- 
tion and exhibition associations 
involved in Canadian distribution, to 
better understand their problems and 
to listen to their suggestions. Many of 
these suggestions will be applied in 
the Distribution and Marketing Assist- 
ance Program in the 1982/83 fiscal 
year. 


The CFDC also provided $52,610 for 
post-production costs of four films and 
$235,000 in financial assistance for 11 
scriptwriting and script development 
projects. 

The Corporation received 70 ap- 
plications for financing in film produc- 
tion in 1981/82. Twenty of these 
projects are still under study. Three 


Voluntary Quota and 


Investment Program 
In 1975 the CFDC signed voluntary 
agreements with Canada’s two major 
exhibition chains, Famous Players 
Limited and Odeon Theatres. Under 
the terms of these agreements each of 
the two chains was to show four weeks 
of Canadian feature films per year in 
every theatre which it either owned or 
controlled. Both companies also 
agreed to invest in the production of 
Canadian feature films. On the pur- 
chase of Odeon Theatres by Canadian 
theatres in 1977, the new Canadian 
Odeon Chain declined to continue its 
participation in this program. For the 
sixth consecutive year, however, 
Famous Players has supported the 
quota program, making a major con- 
tribution to the distribution and exhibi- 
tion of Canadian films in Canada. 
Between August 1, 1980 and July 31, 
1981, Famous Players also provided 
$2.6 million toward the financing of 18 
Canadian films. Once again, this as- 
sistance represents an important and 
useful contribution to our national 
production. The CFDC is pleased with 
this policy, and hopes that it will 
continue in years to come. 


applications for post-production 
assistance were received and 44 ap- 
plications were received for script- 
writing and project development 
financing, of which five are still under 
study. The Corporation also received 
four applications to have loans rolled 
over into equity investment, two of 
which were accepted. 


Promotion 

In Canada: |In accordance with its 
policy of supporting filmmaking activi- 
ties designed to exhibit and promote 
Canadian feature films and increase 
and/or develop markets for the Cana- 
dian film industry, the CFDC supplied 
financial assistance, in the form of 
grants, to the Film Market of Montreal's 
World Film Festival, to the Trade 
Forum of Toronto’s Festival of Fes- 
tivals, to the Banff International 
Festival of Films for Television and to 
the Academy of Canadian Cinema. As 
well, four more regionally-oriented 
activities in British Columbia, Southern 
Ontario, the Maritimes and Quebec, 
received operational grants. 
Internationally: The Corporation par- 
ticipated in a number of film markets 
with a view to increasing commercial 
outlets and promoting Canadian films 
abroad. To this end, the Corporation 
was represented at the 1981 Cannes 
Festival, and held meetings with 
officials from six countries regarding 
coproduction agreements or possible 
cooperation plans. 

In addition, the Corporation was 
accepted as a member of the American 
Film Marketing Association, and in this 
capacity attended the American Film 
Market in Los Angeles for the second 
year, this time under the aegis of FILM 
CANADA. The Corporation acted as a 
general information and promotion 
centre for Canadian filmmaking at this 
Market. 

This was the debut of FILM CA- 
NADA, which was established to pro- 
mote and provide information on the 
Canadian film and television industry. 
In cooperation with the private sector, 
FILM CANADA, in its first year, will 
also participate in the Cannes, 
Montreal, Toronto and Banff film 
festivals.

I further report that, in my opinion, proper books of account have 
been kept by the Corporation, the financial statements are in agreement 
therewith and the transactions that have come under my notice have been within 
its statutory powers.

Notes to Financial Statements 


March 31, 1982 


1. Authority and activities 


The Corporation was established in 1967 under the Canadian Film 
Development Corporation Act with the objective of fostering and 
promoting the development of a feature film industry in Canada. To 
achieve its objective, the Corporation can invest in Canadian feature 
film productions in return for a share in the proceeds from such 
productions, make interest bearing loans, grant awards for 
outstanding accomplishments in such productions, make grants to 
filmmakers and technicians resident in Canada, and advise and 
assist producers in the distribution and administrative functions of 
such productions. 


The Corporation is a Crown corporation named in Schedule C of 
the Financial Administration Act. 


2. Significant accounting policies 


(a) Loans to producers 
The Corporation can advance funds to producers in the form of 
reimbursable loans. These loans are shown on the balance 
sheet at their face value, less an allowance for losses. 


(b) Investments in feature films 


The Corporation can advance funds to producers in return fora 
share in the proceeds from such productions. These advances 
are expensed as assistance in productions. 

All proceeds subsequently received, up to the amount of the 
related investment, are credited to operations as a reduction of 
investments made during the year. Any amount in excess would 
be accounted for as revenues. 


(c) Fixed assets 
Fixed assets are recorded at cost. 
Depreciation on furniture and equipment is provided for at 20% 
per annum, using the diminishing balance method. Leasehold 
improvements are amortized under the straight-line method, 
based on the duration of the leases. 


(d) Parliamentary appropriation 
The parliamentary appropriation with respect to operations is 
credited to the Equity of Canada in the year to which it applies. 
The unused cumulative balance is presented on the balance 
sheet as a parliamentary appropriation receivable; the 
cumulative amount received in excess of disbursements is 
reflected as due to Canada. 


(e) Revenues 


Interest from loans to producers and management fees are 
recorded on the accrual basis. 


(f) Employee termination benefits 
On termination of employment, employees of the Corporation 
are entitled to certain benefits provided for under their _ 
conditions of employment. The cost of these benefits is 
expensed in the year in which they are earned. 


(g) Pension plan 


The employees of the Corporation participate in the 
superannuation plan administered by the Government of 
Canada. The employees and the Corporation contribute equally 
to the cost of the plan. This contribution represents the total 
liability of the Corporation. Contributions in respect of current 
service are expensed during the year in which services are 
rendered. With respect to admissible past service, contributions 
are expensed when paid; the terms of payment are set by the 
applicable purchase conditions, generally over the number of 
years of service remaining prior to retirement. 


3. Change in accounting policy 


During the year the Corporation modified retroactively its : 
accounting policy pertaining to investments in feature films which 
are now expensed during the year the investment is made (Note 9). 


Previously, investments in feature films were shown on the 
balance sheet at the lower of cost and the estimated net realizable 
value. Any write-down was taken into account in the statement of 
operations. 


This change has had the retroactive effect of increasing the cost 
of operations for the year ended March 31, 1981 by $24,293 and 
that of prior years by $865,966. 


4. Interim financing to film producers and distributors 


A supplementary parliamentary appropriation of $4,000,000 has 
been voted for the year 1982 for interim financing advanced by the 
Corporation to film producers and distributors. The Corporation 
intends to reimburse this amount in accordance with terms to be 
determined with the Treasury Board of Canada. Consequently, it 
has recorded this amount as a non-current debt to Canada. 


As at March 31, 1982 the Corporation had drawn $1,468,300 of 
this supplementary parliamentary appropriation. The balance 
available of $2,531,700 is included in current assets as a 
parliamentary appropriation receivable. 


5. Assistance Programs

6. Depreciation 


Depreciation of fixed assets amounting to $14,900 ($13,555 in 1981) 
has been charged to the year’s operations. 


7. Commitments 


As at March 31, 1982, the Corporation was committed under 
contractual agreements to advance funds totalling $200 ($129,135 
as at March 31, 1981) as reimbursable loans and $259,744 ($344,732 
as at March 31, 1981) as investments. 


The Corporation has entered into long-term leases for the rental 
of office space and equipment used in its operations. The 
aggregate minimum annual rentals which will be paid during 
subsequent years are as follows:

8. Contingency 


As at March 31, 1982, legal proceedings have been instituted against 
the Corporation for an amount of $115,000 for not having signed a 
loan agreement. The case has not yet been tried. Management is of 
the opinion that the outcome of this lawsuit will have no significant 
negative impact on the Corporation’s financial position; therefore 
no amount has been provided in the accounts. 


9. Comparative figures 


Some of the 1981 comparative figures have been restated to 
conform with the presentation adopted for 1982, including the 
adjustment with regard to the change in accounting policy 
described in Note 3,

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New Responsibilities 


Can financial support for Canadian 
feature film producers in the private sector 
enable them to ‘aunch themselves upon 
the world market or are other measures 
required to achieve this objective? The 
main task of the Government’s special 
agency in feature film production — the 
Canadian Film Development Corporation — 
is to find the answer to this question. 


Canadian Film Development Corporation 
Annual Report 1968-1969 


Fifteen years have passed since the 
CFDC was formally established and that 
question was posed in the Corporation’s 
first annual report. The intervening years 
have brought growth and a measure of 
maturity to the Canadian film industry. 
However, in the crucial economic area, 
the industry has been unable to develop 
a solid financial base. And, while there 
have been a number of artistic and 
commercial successes and while several 
Canadian producers have proved that 
they can play on the world movie stage, 
Canadian motion pictures, on the whole, 
have yet to make an indelible mark on 
audiences at home or abroad. 

It became evident over the past two 
years that further government action was 
needed if the industry was to achieve the 
financial stability so necessary if the 
Canadian creative community is to 
produce the type of productions that will 
attract audiences in Canada and around 
the world. 

The Minister of Communications 
moved decisively this past year to meet 
this need and, in doing so, brought about 
dramatic changes in the role and 
responsibilities of the CFDC. As part of 
the Government’s broadcasting strategy 
for the future, the Minister announced the 
creation of the Canadian Broadcast 
Program Development Fund, which will 
be administered by the CFDC and which 
goes into effect July 1, 1983. 

While the Broadcast Fund will add $34 
million to the CFDC’s financial activity in 
the 1983-84 fiscal year — an eight-fold 
increase over the current $4.5 million 
budget — the changes in the Corpora- 
tion’s operations will be even more 
dramatic. From its preoccupation with the 
feature film industry, the CFDC will now 
also be involved in prime time drama and 
variety and children’s television program- 
ming. And because the $34 million must 
be matched with a minimum of 
two-for-one by the private sector, 
Canada’s talented production community 
can look forward to greater financial 
Stability that will enable it to turn out 
quality films and television programming 
that can compete with the best in the 
international marketplace. 


1982-83 in Review 

The year 1982-83 can be viewed as a 
year of transition and renewal. Tax 
shelter financing, for the time being, has 
lost favor. New methods of financing are 


becoming established, new and poten- 

tially lucrative film and video markets are 

opening up, and new ways of stimulating 
production and distribution are being 
explored by both government and the 
private sector. 

The major aspects of the Corporation’s 
operations in 1982-83 centred around a 
number of activities designed to study 
and update the Federal Government’s 
role in the cultural field, particularly in 
film and television. In addition to working 
with the Department of Communications 
on the Canadian Broadcast Program 
Development Fund, the CFDC responded 
to the Federal Cultural Policy Review 
Committee (The Applebaum-Hébert 
Committee) Report. The CFDC contri- 
buted, as well, to a major review of Federal 
film and video policy undertaken by the 
Department of Communications, which 
included the Task Force on Distribution 
and Exhibition headed by Mr. Ronald 
Cohen, and a study of possible tax 
incentives for production and distribution. 

Two of these activities held the 
limelight during the year — the publica- 
tion of the Applebaum-Hébert Report, 
and the announcement of the broad- 
casting strategy, entitled ‘“Towards a 
New National Broadcasting Policy’. 

The final recommendations of the 
Applebaum-Hébert Report favored a 
strongly Canadian and fully independent 
private sector and suggested among 
other things a strengthening of the 
CFDC. There were three important 
recommendations centering on the 
CFDC and the private sector. 

1) The Canadian Film Development 
Corporation should have its role 
and budget substantially enlarged 
so that it may take bolder initiatives 
in financing Canadian film and 
video productions on the basis of 
their cultural value and profes- 
sional quality. 

2) The Capital Cost Allowance tax 
incentive for investment in 
Canadian film production, or at the 
very least some equivalent incen- 
tive, should continue to be used in 
order to channel private capital into 
Canadian filmmaking. 

3) The federal government should 
provide the Canadian controlled 
film distribution industry with the 
economic strength to market 
Canadian film successfully to 
Canadian and foreign audiences 
through all channels of exhibition 
and sales. 

In light of this report and the 
Government's review of film and video 
policy, the Corporation provided the 
Minister of Communications with a 
comprehensive brief concerning the 
future of Canada’s independent film and 
television industry, and the role the 
CFDC should assume therein. 

The establishment of the Broadcast 
Program Development Fund under the 


Broadcasting Strategy was officially 
announced on March 1, 1983 and will go 
into effect on July 1, 1983. The Fund 
gives the CFDC a new role in addition to 
its existing mandate whose primary focus 
has been the development of a feature 
film industry in Canada. This aspect of 
the Corporation’s work will continue at its 
present level of funding and through its 
current programs. 

The additional mandate calls for the 
CFDC to be given $34 million in the first 
full fiscal year and this amount will be 
increased over the next five years to 
reach an annual total of $60 million, to 
participate in quality Canadian television 
productions, specifically in the categories 
of drama, children’s programming and 
variety. The drama category includes 
feature films, situation comedies, adven- 
ture series and plays. 

Projects to be considered must be of 
high quality, attractive to peak viewing 
audiences and where appropriate, 
internationally attractive. In the case of 
drama and variety programming, projects 
must be appropriate for exhibition by 
Canadian over-the-air TV broadcasters 
during prime time. 

In carrying out this new mandate, the 
CFDC will take the appropriate measures 
to identify provincial and regional 
interests and will seek an adequate 
balance in its participation so as to foster 
production in all regions of the country. 

Immediately following this announce- 
ment, the CFDC began to prepare an 
implementation plan and held informa- 
tion meetings with private producers and 
representatives of industry associations, 
unions and craft guilds in Montreal, 
Toronto and Vancouver, and Edmonton. 

Such political determination to earmark 
considerable sums of money to help the 
private sector participate in the cultural 
achievements of the nation constitutes 
one of the most important decisions ever 
taken in Canada in favor of audio visual 
production and distribution. The govern- 
ment has recognized that the private 
sector, when allowed to do so, can 
undertake the cultural challenge that 
Canada expects from it. 

Another new and important develop- 
ment this year was the introduction of 
pay television in February. This new 
delivery system, with its continuous 
demand for product and its hoped for 
bountiful resources, promises to be a 
pivotal and vital component of the 
financing of Canadian films and video 
programming in the future. It will surely 
have an important impact on production 
in the 1983-84 year. 

All these positive notes came as the 
Canadian production industry was going 
through one of its roughest periods. 

After the hopes of the past few years 
and the overheated production, it was 
becoming abundantly clear that private 
sector financing for films was drying up. 
The cause was twofold: the general 


slowdown in the economy, and the 
disenchantment of investors with a good 
many past film investments. The tax 
deferral incentive of the Capital Cost 
Allowance was not enough; investors 
wanted to see a return on their 
investments. 

The financial crisis resulted in a 
serious drop in certified production. Only 
17 certified or certifiable Canadian 
theatrical or television features were 
produced during 1982 with the budgets 
totalling $35 million. This compared with 
37 motion pictures produced the previous 
year, with combined budgets of some 
$85 million. 

The reduced importance of tax shelter 
‘financing, however, has had a positive 
side as well. Production budgets have 
dropped and Canadian producers have 
become more realistic and knowledge- 
able about producing movies with a good 
potential for financial success. Producers 
have also become more adept at finding 
other sources of financing through 
pre-sales to theairical distributors and to 
conventional network and pay television, 
as well as by varying their product to 
include television mini-series as an 
adjunct to theatrical features. 

This shift to pre-sale financing has in 
turn increased the number of productions 
by Canadian producers not seeking 
Canadian certification for tax purposes. A 
great many films and television programs 
were produced this year which, though 
not eligible for certification, nonetheless 
originated with Canadian production 
companies, shot in Canada and utilized 
many Canadian elements. 

The overall distribution of Canadian 
films improved slightly in 1982-83, with 
greater international distribution and 
increased sales to television, notably pay 
television. 

‘‘Porky’s”’ led the way, taking well over 
$150 million (U.S) at the box office 
around the world. It has become the most 
profitable Canadian movie ever, and 
ranks among the top 30 highest grossing 
films of all time. Other successful! 
Canadian releases this year were ‘‘Quest 
for Fire’, ‘“Threshold’’, ‘If You Could 
See What | Hear’, “‘Spring Fever’ and 
“Visiting Hours’’. 

Over 30 current Canadian films were 
distributed in Canada between April 1, 
1982 and March 31, 1983, with box office 
receipts for the year totalling close to $22 
million. 

Co-productions have become one of 
the most important areas of growth and 
financing for Canadian producers. In 
addition to its role of advisor to 
Government on film policies and strat- 
egies, the CFDC is also responsible for 
the administration of Canada’s co-pro- 
duction treaties and the evaluation of 
applications made under these treaties. 


Canada has co-production treaties with 
five countries: France, Israel, Italy, the 
Republic of Germany and the United 
Kingdom. In 1982, the CFDC, on behalf 
of the Minister of Communications, 
opened discussions to consider the 
inclusion of television programming in 
these treaties. At the end of the fiscal 
year the Corporation was concluding 
negotiations with the French Ministries of 
Culture and Communications for three 
separate agreements to succeed the 
Current single treaty. One is the 
traditional film treaty expanded to include 
all types and lengths of film, the second 
is for television productions and a third 
for special projects. After these agree- 
ments are concluded, the CFDC will begin 
similar negotiations with Canada’s other 
treaty partners who have shown interest 
in such discussions. In 1982, the CFDC 
also continued negotiations with Belgium 
and Spain regarding the signing of 
co-production treaties with those coun- 
tries. 

Also in the international sphere, the 
CFDC has adopted a new posture toward 
the promotion of Canadian films abroad. 
The Corporation will orient its promotion 
activities towards film and television 
markets rather than festivals. This more 
pragmatic approach will better serve 
Canada and its film and video industry. 

Internationally, the Corporation partici- 
pated this past year in a number of 
markets with a view to promoting and 
providing information about Canadian 
motion pictures and the industry in 
general. Major activity was at the Film 
Market of the Cannes Festival and the 
third American Film Market in Los 
Angeles. The CFDC is a member of the 
American Film Marketing Association, 
which sponsors the AFM. 

The CFDC’s international role was 
emphasized at home when the Corpora- 
tion hosted a top-level film delegation 
from the Soviet Union during August. The 
delegation, headed by the Deputy 
Chairman of the USSR State Committee 
on Cinematography, the highest ranking 
film official in that country, came to 
Canada following a similar visit to the 
Soviet Union the previous year by 
Canadian officials, led by the Executive 
Director of the CFDC. The purpose of 
these visits was to familiarize the Soviets 
with Canada’s film and video industry 
and to promote the sale of Canadian 
motion pictures and television pro- 
gramming. 

The promotion of the Canadian film 
and video industry at home is also an 
important aspect of the Corporation’s 
activities. Through its Industry Support 
Program the CFDC provides assistance 
to various activities and festivals de- 
signed to exhibit and promote Canadian 
productions and to increase and/or 
develop markets for Canadian motion 
pictures. This year the CFDC provided 
more support in this area than ever 
before, assisting festivals and seminars 
from Halifax to Vancouver. 


This year also saw an added 
dimension in the CFDC — private sector 
relationship with the formation of six 
Consultative Committees — three En- 
glish, three French — to discuss matters 
pertaining to financing, policy and 
program. 

The committees were set-up following 
all-industry meetings held early in the 
year and went into operation in 
September. Consisting of four or five 
members elected by industry associa- 
tions, the committees met separately or 
jointly a number of times. A joint meeting 
will be held during 1983 to evaluate the 
operation and function of the committees 
and will make recommendations as to 
their future course and activities. 

Composed as they are of industry 
figures elected by the industry associa- 
tions, these committees differ significantly 
from the old Advisory Committees whose 
members were appointed by the Minister. 
The advisory Committees ceased to 
function several years ago. 

The CFDC also took steps to hear 
other points of view through formal and 
informal meetings with industry associa- 
tions, individuals connected with the 
filmmaking community and representa- 
tives of federal and provincial agencies 
concerned with the film and video 
industry. 


Management 

Mr. David P. Silcox resigned as 
Chairman of the Board of the Corporation 
on December 31, 1982 to take up a post 
as Assistant Deputy Minister, Arts and 
Culture at the Department of Communi- 
cations. In December 1982, Ms. Muriel 
Sherrin, an independent theatrical and 
special events producer and consultant, 
was appointed as a member of the 
Board. Pending the appointment of a new 
Chairman, Board member Mr. Claude 
Morin acted as Chairman at meetings of 
the Board. Since the March 31, 1983 
fiscal year end, Mr. Ed Prévost has been 
appointed Chairman of the Board. 

Mr. Robert Linnell was named Deputy 
Director and head of English-language 
production in September, replacing 
Mr. lan McDougall who resigned to return 
to the private sector. Following the resigna- 
tion of Ms. Jocelyne Pelchat-Johnson, 
Director of Marketing and Distribution, 
who took up a post in the private sector 
of the industry, there was reassignment 
of responsibilities and Ms. Anne Brown 
was appointed Distribution Coordinator in 
the Toronto office and Mr. Ronald 
Legault, Director of Administration, is 
responsible for distribution activities in 
Montreal. Ms. Karen Laurence has 
become Information Coordinator. 


Financing Programs 


The CFDC currently assists the 
Canadian film and television industry 
through three separate funding programs: 
the Production Program, the Distribution 
Program and the Industry Support 
Program. Funds for these programs are 
drawn from the Corporation’s annual 
parliamentary appropriation — $4,466 


Production program 


The CFDC has three levels of 
assistance under its Production Program: 
development, interim and equity. Devel- 
opment assistance is generally in the 
form of non-recourse loans, advanced to 
producers so that scripts may be 
prepared, budgets developed and pro- 
jects packaged. On occasion an interim 
loan may be made at the development 
stage. Interim loans are fully guaranteed 
loans made to producers to allow them to 
commence production before permanent 
financing is finalized. Equity investments 
are made in projects which are judged to 
be culturally significant. 

A total of 24 feature films, documen- 
taries, television series and shorts were 
produced with CFDC participation in 
1982-83. These productions had total 
budgets of $28,321,000 of which CFDC 
provided loans or equity investments 
totalling $2,570,000. The CFDC also 
provided $337,000 in post-production 
assistance to 6 films which had begun 
production before 1982 and $1,616,000 
was alloted to 72 projects in the 
development stage. 


Distribution Program 


Under the Distribution Program the 
Corporation makes recourse and non- 
recourse loans to Canadian distributors 
to cover the cost of blow ups, dubbing or 
subtitling and certain promotion costs 
involved in the launching of Canadian 
films in Canada. 


Industry Support Program 


Through this program direct support in 
the form of grants is given for festivals, 
markets, seminars and workshops in all 
sectors of the industry. This form of 
support is restricted to non-profit industry 
organizations for activities intended to 
benefit a substantial portion of the 
industry. 


million in 1982-83 — and the interim fund 
of $4 million, loaned to the CFDC by 
Parliament in June 1981 and repayable 
March 1984. The Corporation is also able 
to use any funds deriving from repayment 
of capital, interest, fees and revenue 
from earlier investments in support of 
these three programs. 


In this fiscal year the Corporation 
expended a total of $5,166,431 on direct 
support to the Canadian film and 
television industry: $4,523,000 for produc- 
tion, $99,131, for distribution and 
$212,300 for the industry support 
program. 


Of the 24 projects produced in 
1982-83, 10 were English language 
projects with budgets totalling $6,250,000. 
The Corporation provided $1,050,000 to 
these 10 productions, $60,000 in 
development or equity financing for 3 
productions and $990,000 in interim 
loans to the remaining 7 productions. 
Two films produced prior to 1982 
received equity investment totalling 
$55,000 and one film received an interim 
loan of $225,000 to assist with post-pro- 
duction. 

The English language production 
program also provided non-recourse 
loans totalling $821,000 for the develop- 
ment of 59 projects. 

Under the French language section of 
the production program 12 films or 
television programs were produced. 
These projects had budgets totalling 
$14,008,000 of which the CFDC provided 
$1,020,000. The Corporation’s equity 


In 1982-83 the Corporation made 11 
non-recourse and interim loans totalling 
$99,131 under the Distribution Program. 
It made non-recourse loans totalling 
$58,271 to assist with the launch costs of 
8 films. One non-recourse loan of $2,860 


participation totalled $745,000 in 10 
projects and $275,000 was invested in 
interim loans to 2 films. As well, 3 
features produced prior to 1982 received 
$57,250 in equity funding for post 
production. An additional 8 projects 
received $105,000 in non-recourse loans 
for development and 5 development 
projects received interim loans totalling 
$690,000. 

Two feature film/television mini-series 
projects, produced in English and French 
and with combined budgets of $8,063,000 
received equity financing from both 
English and French sections of the 
program totalling $500,000. 

The projects which received CFDC 
assistance under the Production Program 
in 1982-83 were selected from 93 
applications for production funding and 
more than 300 applications for develop- 
ment funding submitted over the last 
twelve months.

Income 


In 1982-83 the CFDC had income from 
investment of the parliamentary appro- 
priation totalling $1,063,598. Of this 
$539,557 was repayment of capital, 
$257,281 was payment of interest, 
$85,048 was payment of fees and 
$181,712 was revenue from previous 
investments.

Notes to Financial Statements 
March 31, 1983 


1. Authority and activities 

The Corporation was established in 1967 by the Canadian Film 
Development Corporation Act with the objective of fostering and 
promoting the development of a feature film industry in Canada. To 
achieve its objective, the Corporation can invest in Canadian feature 
film productions in return for a share in the proceeds from such 
productions, make interest bearing loans, grant awards for outstanding 
accomplishments in such productions, make grants to filmmakers and 
technicians resident in Canada, and advise and assist producers in the 
distribution and administrative functions of such productions. 

On February 21, 1983, the Minister of Communications signed a 
memorandum of understanding with the Corporation to take effect on 
July 1, 1983, whereby it shall undertake the administration of the 
Canadian Broadcasting Program Development Fund. This new fund is 
a consequence of the Broadcasting Strategy for Canada, tabled in 
Parliament, which identified the inadequate level of video and film 
production that has historically existed in the categories of Canadian 
television programming of drama, children’s programming and variety. 
As a result, the Corporation will be able to invest in such high quality 
Canadian television productions. It is expected, for the establishment of 
the Fund, that appropriations totalling $34,000,000 will be made 
available upon the release of Supply covering Supplementary 
Estimates (B), 1983-84, and that other appropriations shall be voted 
“fg to reach $60,000,00 for the year 1987-88. 

The Corporation is a Crown corporation named in Schedule C to the 
Financial Administration Act. 


2. Significant accounting policies 
a) Loans to producers 


Loans advanced to producers are shown on the balance sheet at 
their face value, less an allowance for losses. 
b) Investments in feature films 


Funds advanced to producers in return for a share in the proceeds 
from feature film productions are expensed as assistance to 
productions in the year in which the advances are made. 

All proceeds, up to the amount of the related investment, are 
credited to expenses as a reduction of investments made during 
the year. Any amount in excess is accounted for as revenues. 

c) Fixed assets 


Fixed assets purchased or acquired by way of capital leases are 
recorded at cost. 

Depreciation on furniture and equipment is provided for at 20% 
per annum, using the diminishing-balance method. Leasehold 
improvements are amortized using the straight-line method, based 
on the duration of the leases. 

d) Parliamentary appropriation 


The parliamentary appropriation with respect to operations is 
credited to the Equity of Canada in the year to which it applies. 
The unused cumulative balance is presented on the balance sheet 
as a parliamentary appropriation receivable; the cumulative 
amount received in excess of disbursements is reflected as due to 
Canada. 

e) Employee termination benefits 
On termination of employment, employees of the Corporation are 
entitled to certain benefits provided for under their conditions of 
employment. The cost of these benefits is expensed in the year in 
which they are earned. 

f) Pension plan 
The employees of the Corporation participate in the superannuation 
plan administered by the Government of Canada. The employees 
and the Corporation contribute equally to the cost of the plan. This 
contribution represents the total liability of the Corporation. 
Contributions in respect of current service are expensed during 
the year in which services are rendered. With respect to admissible 
past service, contributions are expensed when paid; the terms of 
payment are set by the applicable purchase conditions, generally 
over the number of years of service remaining prior to retirement.

4. Due to Canada 

For the year ended March 31, 1982, a supplementary parliamentary 
appropriation of $4,000,000 was voted to the Corporation for the interim 
financing advanced to film producers and distributors. The Corporation 
intends to reimburse this amount in March 1984, and therefore 
transferred this amount due to Canada from long term to current 
liabilities. 

As at March 31, 1983, the Corporation had drawn $1,074,151 of this 
supplementary parliamentary appropriation. The balance available of

1983-1984: in Review 


On February 22, 1984, the Board of Directors of the 
Canadian Film Development Corporation approved a 
motion making official the Corporation’s new name: 
TELEFILM CANADA. This titular change reflects the 
many other changes and developments the Corporation 
has undergone over the past year, changes brought 
about by the establishment on July 1, 1983 of the 
Canadian Broadcast Program Development Fund. 

This multimillion dollar fund has, in the nine months 
since its creation, greatly and positively affected the 
scope and the variety of the Corporation’s activities. It 
has broadened the range of the Corporation’s mandate 
and increased its financial capabilities. The fund has 
caused the Corporation to widen its focus both 
nationally and internationally and to expand its client 
base as well as its internal structure. It has given 
Telefilm Canada one of the most exciting and produc- 
tive years in its 16 year history. 

In March 1983, Communications Minister Francis Fox 
presented a new Broadcasting Strategy intended to 
provide Canadians with a greater program choice and to 
make the Canadian broadcasting industry more compet- 
itive. Integral to this strategy was the Broadcast Fund, a 
fund intended to promote an increase in high quality 
Canadian television productions in the categories of 
drama, children’s programming and variety. Telefilm 
Canada was asked to administer the fund and in its first 
year of operation received $34 million (of $254 million 
earmarked for a five-year period) to help develop and 
support the private sector television production industry 
in Canada. 

The fund offered Telefilm Canada a twin challenge: 
that of fostering a healthy private sector production 
industry and of working with the Canadian television 
and film industries to develop a solid core of attractive 
programming. While Telefilm Canada was charged by 
its founding Act with similar activities, the Broadcast 
Fund provided financial resources never before avail- 
able and a mandate of far greater flexibility. In addition, 
the incentive presented by the Fund came at a crucial 
time in the evolution of the Canadian production 
industry. 


Quality of production was increasing, methods of 
financing were becoming more sophisticated and there 
was a growing awareness of both the necessity and the 
potential of international dealings. The Broadcast Fund 
provided the means to stabilize and build upon these 
developments by strengthening the financial base of 
the industry. It became the Corporation's responsibility, 
not just to manage the Broadcast Fund monies well, but 
to use the fund effectively as an instrument for long 
term industry development. 

This required of the Corporation a more active and 
aggressive stance. The Broadcast Fund could provide 
one third of the budget of a given production, but if the 
fund was to be effective, the other two thirds must be 
found elsewhere. 

The Corporation took it upon itself to act as a catalyst 
for investment, to attract financial participants from 
both the broadcast and business sectors, and to ensure 
those investors the best possible returns. In the fall of 
1983, the Corporation adopted a marketing strategy 
with three objectives: to increase financing for private 
television and film production; to increase national and 
international distribution of Canadian product; and to 
increase awareness and appreciation of Canadian tele- 
vision and film achievement at home and abroad. 

While the Corporation’s marketing strategy focussed, 
in its initial phase, on contacting and informing the bus- 
iness and broadcast sectors in Canada, the importance 
of foreign financiers and foreign markets was also 
stressed. The Corporation continued the active negoti- 
ation and renegotiation of official co-production treaties 
begun in 1982. In July 1983, the original film treaty 
with France was replaced by three new treaties, one 
dealing with film, one with television and one with a 
special Canada/France co-production fund. In February 
1984, a new treaty covering film was signed with 
Belgium, after the original Italian film treaty had been 
amended in January to include television, and as would 
be in March the treaty with Israél. 

In addition to the official co-production negotiations, 
the Corporation was active in encouraging foreign 
producers and financiers to consider co-ventures with 
Canadian producers. To this end, a number of foreign 
representatives visited Canada to meet with the indus- 
try here and discuss production possibilities. These 
groups included Home Box Office, SACIS, Antenne 2, 
and representatives of the Belgium and Australian 
governments. Recent contracts made during trips to 
Europe and the U.S.A. should result in a great deal of 
similar activity in the coming year. 

Telefilm Canada is also taking greater advantage of 
the opportunities offered by international markets. 
Representatives of the Corporation attended the first 
AMIP held in Miami, Florida in November, as well as 
maintaining their regular presence at the American 
Film Market held in Los Angeles in March. In addition, 
plans are underway to attend MIP for the first time and | 
to be present at the Market of the Cannes Film Festival, 
both held in France in May. 


While the Broadcast Fund, by its newness and its 
size, has captured most of the industry and public atten- 
tion of late, the Corporation continues to be active in its 
long established program areas. In fact, the Broadcast 
Fund monies have released more of its parliamentary 
appropriation for development, interim and equity 
financing. Minor policy changes have allowed these 
programs to better complement the Broadcast Fund and 
to give the Corporation a more complete and productive 
operation. Telefilm Canada continues as well to support 
the industry through grants to festivals, seminars and 
other such events, and to assist individuals by providing 
information and advice on production and distribution. 

The greatly increased activity of the Corporation has 
required an expansion and re-organization of the 
Corporation’s administration and staff. Peter Pearson 
was appointed in July as Director of Program, and Yves 
Beauchesne was named Director of Administration at 
the same time. In the fall, Armand Cournoyer was 
named Director of Marketing and Ronald Legault was 
named Director of Co-productions; André Picard took 
over the direction of the Montreal operation. In January 
1984, Claude Daigneault was appointed Director of 
Communications and in February, William Litwack 
replaced Judith McCann as Director of Planning. In 
addition to these appointments at the directoral level, 
the staff was augmented at middle management and 
support levels. At March 31, 1984, full time personnel 
at the Corporation numbered 43. 

To accommodate these increases, Telefilm Canada 
offices in Montreal and Toronto moved to new prem- 
ises. Head office is now located in the Tour de la 
Banque Nationale in Montreal and the Toronto office 
has moved to the Air Canada building. To efficiently 
manage the expansion that has taken place as a result 
of the Broadcast Fund, the Corporation has acquired a 
“user-friendly’’ computer system — the computer term 
for easy to use and accessible. At the same time, the 
Corporation is endeavouring to keep itself user friendly. 
Aware of the possible bureaucratizing effects of rapid 
expansion, the management of the Corporation is 
increasing its efforts to stay open to and in close 
communication with the industry it serves. More than 
ever, it believes that a strong working relationship, a 
partner relationship, with the film and television indus- 
try is essential to achieve the goals inherent to the 
Corporation and the new Broadcast Fund. To this end, 
Telefilm Canada is continuing the industry consultative 
committees, with the addition of members from the 
Broadcast sector. As well, consultations have been held 


‘with industry associations, unions and guilds concern- 


ing specific issues. 


In dealing with applicants, the Corporation has 
reduced the processing time required to reach decisions 
and is in the process of simplifying its contracts and 
application forms. 

In addition, the Corporation has increased its 
communication division staff in an attempt to 
keep both industry and public fully informed about its 
programs and activities. As a part of this thrust, a 
regular information bulletin will be published by 
Telefilm Canada, beginning in May 1984. 

To respond to the challenges and to seize the 
opportunities offered by the Canadian Broadcast 
Program Development Fund, Telefilm Canada must 
ensure that all other participants in this endeavour are 
fully aware and supportive of those challenges and 
opportunities. It has been the goal of the Corporation 
over the past year, while laying a solid base of first year 
production activity, to achieve such awareness and 
support, and to create the systems which will allow the 
effective investment of the Broadcast Fund monies in 
the next four years. The first year’s activities have been 
rewarding; it is hoped the following years will be more 
successful still.

Financing Programs 


The Canadian Film Development Corporation (CFDC) 
was established by the Canadian Government in 1967 
‘to foster and promote the development of a feature 
film industry in Canada”. 

Fifteen years later, the CFDC, now called Telefilm 
Canada, was asked to administer the multi-million 
dollar Canadian Broadcast Program Development Fund, 
making the Corporation the federal government agency 
responsible for private sector development in both the 
television production and film industries. 

Telefilm Canada, which does not produce or distrib- 
ute programming itself, carries out its mandate by work- 
ing with individual production, distribution and 
exhibition companies, as well as with federal and 
provincial government ministries and cultural agencies. 

During this fiscal year, Telefilm Canada financing 
available to the industry totalled $38,760,000 in addi- 
tion to the $4,000,000 Interim Financing Fund estab- 
lished in 1981. 


The Canadian Broadcast Program 

Development Fund 

This Fund is intended to promote an increase in the 
quantity of high quality Canadian television programs in 
the categories of drama, children’s programming, and 
variety. To be eligible for this assistance a program 
must meet the Telefilm Canada Canadian content 
standards and must have in place a Canadian over-the- 
air broadcaster guarantee to air the program within two 
years of its completion. 

From the 1st of July 1983 to the 31 of March 1984, 
Telefilm Canada has injected $9,138,917 into the 
production of television programs. Investments were 
made in 18 English language projects and 14 French 
language projects, while loans were advanced for four 
projects (one in English and three in French). 


Production Programs 

The Script and Development Program encourages the 
writing of screenplays for feature films and television 
drama by Canadian writers who have demonstrated 
their talent in these or related areas, and assists 
Canadian producers in packaging and in arranging 
financing and distribution for proposed film and televi- 
sion productions. The Equity Investment Program 
encourages the production of fiction or documentary 
films of a distinctly Canadian nature, and assists the 
development of promising Canadian directors. 

$1,941,415 was invested in 12 English language 
productions and 19 French language productions. In 
addition, $1,169,405 was advanced for the devel- 
opment of 60 scripts in English and 28 scripts in 
French. 

Interim loans are made by Telefilm Canada to allow 
producers to commence production before all the equity 
financing is in place. To be eligible to this form of 
assistance the producer must offer security on the loan, 
generally in the form of any assignment of pre-sale con- 
tracts or a pledge of the producer's assets. 

30 projects were helped in this manner during 1983- 
1984 with loans totalling $3,729,683. 


Distribution Programs 

Telefilm Canada is also active in aiding the distribu- 
tion and marketing of Canadian films and television 
programs at home and abroad. As well, it Supports the 
industry through participation in significant industry 
events in Canada. 
This program was instrumental in the launching of seven 
films with a financial participation of $52,150 by 
Telefilm Canada, while the aid to the Canadian industry 
in other events amounted to $198,738. 


The Industry Support Program 

Telefilm Canada provides direct financial support in 
the form of grants to industry associations and non- 
profit organizations for industry functions of benefit to a 
significant segment of the industry, and for events 
which help promote the industry within Canada. These 
functions include: seminars, workshops and other 
educational conferences, trade forums and markets, 
festivals which highlight the Canadian industry, and 
national film and television awards. 

16 projects received financial support from Telefilm 
Canada totalling $269,927. 


Revenues 

In 1983-1984, revenues earned by Telefilm Canada 
totalled $3,397,706. Of that amount, $2,255,504 was 
derived from repayment of capital, $283,079 from pay- 
ment of interest, $301,644 from payment of fees and 
$557,479 from recoupment of previous investments.

As at March 31, 1984, the Corporation is contractually committed to advance 
funds totalling $1,380,950 as loans and investments, of which $712,465 are 
for French productions and $668,485 are for English productions. Further, it 
has accepted financing projects that may call for disbursements of approxi- 
mately $14 million, of which $3.5 million are for French productions and $10.5 
million are for English productions.

Contingencies 

As at March 31, 1984, legal proceedings have been instituted against the 
Corporation for amounts totalling $1,370,000 for alleged breaches of contracts. 
These cases have not yet been heard. Based on the advice of legal counsel, 
management is of the opinion that losses, if any, which may result from the set- 
tlement of these cases are not likely to be material and, accordingly, no provi- 
sion has been made in the accounts. 


Subsequent event 

On May 29, 1984, the Minister of Communications announced the govern- 
ment approved National Film and Video Policy whereby the Corporation will be 
charged with the management of various new programs as well as others 
which already exist. Some of the Corporation’s existing programs will be 
enhanced. The Policy provides for the Corporation to receive annually an addi- 
tional $7.75 million to carry out these measures.

Achievements 


With a mandate to foster and promote in- 
dependent film and television production 
across Canada, Telefilm Canada is proud 
of its contribution to the industry’s revitali- 
zation in 1984-1985. 

For the industry, it was a year in which the 
promising new era that began with the es- 
tablishment of the Canadian Broadcast 
Program Development Fund in 1983 moved 
into a new phase of initiative and accom- 
plishment. With a spirit of vitality and op- 
timism in the air, the year also saw an ex- 
panded role for the Corporation. Through 
an extensive consultative process involving 
government and industry representatives, 
the Broadcast Fund took on an even more 
dynamic posture in support of the industry. 
At the same time, Telefilm Canada extend- 
ed its international activities through 
Canada’s network of co-production agree- 
ments and the acquisition of corporate 
offices abroad. 


The Broadcast Fund. 1984-1985 proved 
to be a dramatic year for the Broadcast 
Fund. 

Canadian broadcasters, both public and 
private, licensed an unprecedented number 
of independently-produced Canadian tele- 
vision programs. Despite the financial 
difficulties experienced in mid-year, the 
Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
proved to be the major market for both 
French and English production. 

In December 1984, Communications Min- 
ister Marcel Masse announced a compre- 
hensive review of criteria governing the 
Broadcast Fund. An intensive round of con- 
sultations followed, as Telefilm Canada’s 
Executive Director André Lamy invited 
some 40 industry organizations and broad- 
casters from across the country to partici- 
pate in the policy development process. 
Following these consultations, Telefilm 
Canada and the Minister signed a new 
Memorandum of Understanding in March 
1985, designed to further strengthen pri- 
vate sector television production. 

The new guidelines permit Telefilm Cana- 
da to use the Fund to support script and 
project development and to participate in 
documentaries as well as the established 
categories of drama, variety and children’s 
programming. In addition, provincial 
educational broadcast authorities will be 
able to issue letters allowing producers to 
access the Fund. 

As of April 1, 1985, the Broadcast Fund 
may increase its participation above one 
third, to a maximum of 49%, for produc- 
tions which meet certain cultural and in- 
dustrial objectives. The new guidelines also 
endorse Telefilm Canada’s emphasis on the 


use of Canadian-owned and controlled dis- 
tribution companies. 


An expanded role for Telefilm Cana- 
da. In May 1984, new responsibilities and 
resources gave ‘Telefilm Canada an in- 
creased capacity to assist industry initia- 
tives in all phases from script development 
to distribution and promotion, in Canada 
and abroad. These were part of a major fed- 
eral government film and video strategy. 


A $300,000 domestic test marketing pro-_ 


gram for Canadian feature films was made 
available to producers and distributors, 
with Telefilm Canada matching private 
sector expenditures. In addition, $1.7 mil- 


lion was allocated to match private sector 
spending on promotion and advertising. — 


These programs’ main objective is to in- 
crease the competitiveness of individual 
films by assisting them to win larger domes- 
tic audiences. By the fiscal year end, both 
programs had been expanded to cover all 
forms of production in all Canadian 
markets. 

Building on the federal government’s ini- 
tiatives to better serve all Canadians, Tele- 
film Canada established, in collaboration 
with the Canadian Captioning Develop- 
ment Agency, a program of closed- 
captioning Canadian television programs 
for the hearing-impaired. 

The Film Festivals Bureau was transferred 
to Telefilm Canada from the Department of 
Communications. The Bureau has gar- 
nered more than 12 years’ experience 
promoting Canadian film production at 
the over 200 domestic and foreign festivals 
held annually. As well as incorporating the 
Bureau’s vital liaison function for Cana- 
dian producers and distributors, Telefilm 
Canada also accepted responsibility for the 
grants program supporting Canadian film 
and video festivals from coast to coast. 

At the same time, the four foreign offices 
of the National Film Board of Canada were 
transferred to Telefilm Canada to help the 
private sector penetrate international 
markets more effectively, as well as to facili- 
tate co-productions and co-ventures. 
Telefilm Canada’s distribution division 
now has a key role to play in assisting 


producers and distributors at film markets — 


across Canada and abroad. It provides 
video screening facilities, message drops, 
and upgraded promotional and publicity 
material. 


International co-production. A key as- 
pect of Telefilm Canada’s international 
operations is the promotion and expansion 
of Canada’s official co-production agree- 
ments. Co-productions met with substan- 


tial success in 1984-1985 — testimony 
to the high regard in which the Canadian 
industry’s track record and potential are 
held around the world. 

In July 1984, Algeria signed a co- 
production agreement with Canada, join- 
ing the ranks of signatories including 
France, Italy, Belgium, West Germany, Is- 
rael and the United Kingdom. As _ is 
the norm for other agreements Canada has 
signed, co-produced films are eligible 
for Telefilm Canada financing, as well 
as for all other production financing and 
tax incentive measures available in both 
countries. 

In January 1985, Communications Minis- 
ter Marcel Masse signed further agreements 
with Spain and France. The Prix France- 
Canada for cinema and audio-visual 
production was established to foster 
co-productions by recognizing creative ex- 
cellence, and a second measure expanded 
the special Canada-France agreement 
for the promotion of co-productions of cul-

tural significance to include animation. 


From Coast to Coast. Underlining the 
priority Telefilm Canada gives to reaching 
out to developing talent and independent 
commercial endeavor on a truly national 
basis, the Board of Directors authorized 
a number of new initiatives. Among these 
initiatives is the allowance for higher 
transportation and communications 
expenses incurred by producers and dis- 
tributors located outside of the Toronto- 
Montreal axis. 
In December 1984, Telefilm Canada 
opened an office in Halifax in order to 
be more responsive to the needs of the 
industry throughout the Atlantic 
Provinces. This office will operate as a 
point of contact, much as the Vancouver of- 
fice serves the industry throughout Western 
Canada. 

On a more practical side, in consultation 
with the private sector, Telefilm Canada de- 


vised a standardized budget form which is 


now available to producers throughout 
Canada. 

In signing the new Memorandum of Under- 
standing in March, Telefilm Canada fur- 
ther enhanced its ability to increase the 
pace of the industry’s development in all 


recions. 


Achievement and excellence: Telefilm 
Canada takes pride in its participation in 
some of the year’s most significant cultural 
achievements by Canadians from across the 
country. Genies, Oscars, Césars, Nellies, Sil- 
ver Lions — productions in which Telefilm 
Canada invested were honored by these 
prestigious awards and many other Canadi- 
an and international prizes. They included 
the Genie Award for Best Motion Picture for 
The Bay Boy (Bay Boy Productions) and 
the Genie for Best Achievement in Diree- 
tion given to Micheline Lanctét for her 
work on Sonatine (Corporation [mage 


M&M Ltée). 


The Painted Door (Atlantis Films) was 
nominated for an Oscar for Best Film in 
the short film live-action category. Other 
Telefilm Canada-supported projects also 
won international recognition. They in- 
cluded I Am A Hotel (ChumCity Produc- 
tions), which was awarded the prestigious 
Iris for Best Foreign Program by the Nation- 
al Association of Television Program Ex- 
ecutives (NATPE); La Femme de hotel 
(ACPAV) was nominated for a César, the 
French equivalent of an Oscar, after being 
named best Quebec feature film by the 
Quebee Film Critics Association; and 


La Femme de 
Photel 


Sonatine won the Silver Lion at the Venice 
Film Festival. 

As well as receiving critical acclaim, La 
Guerre des tuques/The Dog Who 
Stopped The War (Les Productions ea 
Féte Inc.) was an outstanding success in 
terms of audience impact. Earning over 
$1,000,000 in its initial theatrical release, it 
was awarded the Golden Reel Award given 
by the Canadian Motion Picture Distribu- 
tors Association to the Canadian film with 
highest box office receipts. 

Other independently-produced television 


programs demonstrated unprecedented ap- 


peal. For example, the CBC world premiere 
of Rocky Mountain Christmas (Olym- 
pic TV Productions) attracted 2.3 million 
viewers, Astro le petit robot (Via le Mon- 
de) broke all French-language children’s 
programming records with more than a mil- 
lion viewers per show, and Hockey Night 
(Martin-Paul Productions Ltd.) had a net- 
work audience of 2.2 million.

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Economic impact: Overall production 
statistics show that as a catalyst for the in- 
dustry, Telefilm Canada is having marked 
impact. From the Fund’s inception on July 
1, 1983 until March 31, 1985, Telefilm 
Canada has invested over $80 million in 
projects with total budgets of more than 
$275 million. 

Fueled by Broadcast Fund participation of 
$254 million by 1988, this high level of 
production is expected to continue. 
Analysts agree that investor interest in the 
industry is reviving, attracted by the indus- 
try’s solid performance. A key factor is 
widespread recognition that the industry 
has finally escaped the “boom and bust” 
syndrome which plagued it in the past. 
The strengthening of private sector produc- 
tion had significant implications for job 
creation. Based on analysis of Telefilm 
Canada-supported productions, approxi- 
mately 50% of total production budgets is

spent on salaries. The Broadcast Fund as of 
March 31, 1985, has therefore stimulated 
approximately $138 million in direct em- 
ployment. This does not take into consider- 
ation the multiplier effect felt throughout 
the Canadian economy for production ex- 
penses ranging from hotels and caterers to 
transportation. 

When taken as a whole, the film and video 
industry is one of the most labour intensive 
sectors of the Canadian economy. A Federal 
statistics indicated the industry has one em- 
ployee for every $36,000 in gross annual 
revenues; while for major industrial cor- 
porations, the corresponding figure is 
$114,000 per employee. 

In all, 1984-1985 was a year of effort and 
achievement. More quickly than many had 
anticipated, the industry has proven that it 
could meet the challenge provided by pub- 
lic policy and audience demand. With sub- 
stantial resources and a revitalized role, 


Telefilm Canada remains a crucial link be- 
tween the creative impulse and the realities 
of the market place. The future looks equal- 
ly exciting, as the Corporation continues to 
work with a vigorous industry looking for 
new worlds to conquer.

Special Notes: The Board wishes to pay 
special tribute to the contribution of two 
men whose departures were announced 
prior to the publication of this Report. 

On April 22, Chairman of the Board Ed 
Prévost announced that he had been in- 
formed by the Minister of Communica- 
tions, the Honourable Marcel Masse, of 
the departure of André Lamy, Executive 
Director of Telefilm Canada. 

Mr. Lamy assumed his responsibilities as 
Executive Director on August 1, 1980. At 
that time, the Corporation, known as the 
Canadian Film Development Corporation, 
had a budget of approximately $4 million 
limited almost exclusively to the develop- 
ment of Canadian feature films. Telefilm 
Canada’s current budget of $68 million 
demonstrates just how far the Corporation 
has come since the beginning of Mr. Lamy’s 
term. 

Under his imaginative and_ energetic 
leadership, Telefilm Canada has under- 


gone a radical transformation and now 
offers the Canadian film and television in- 
dustry a vast range of support programs, 


from script and project development to 
marketing and distribution. 

During his five-year term, Mr. Lamy also 
recognized the need for the industry to look 
abroad for partners and markets. His 
persistence has played a large role in the 
expansion of Canada’s co-production 
agreements, as well as co-venture activity 
with the United States. 

The Board also regretfully accepted the 
resignation of Claude Morin who had 
served diligently as a member of the Board 
of Directors from August 1, 1980 to Febru- 
ary ll, 1985. During his term, Mr. Morin 
participated in the growth of the Corpo- 
ration from its original mandate to the 
creation of Telefilm Canada. 
Nominated Vice-Chairman 
1983, Mr. Morin presided over the meetings 
during which the Canadian Broadcast Pro-

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gram Development Fund was established 
and its Management Policies developed by 
the Corporation. On behalf of the Board 
Mr. Morin co-signed with the Minister of 
Communications the February 21, 1983, 
Memorandum of Understanding creating 
the Fund. 

The Board extends its warmest thanks to 
Mr. Lamy and Mr. Morin and wishes them 
all the best in their future endeavours.

Funding Programs 


Now known as Telefilm Canada, the Cana- 
dian Film Development Corporation was 
created by the Canadian Government in 
1967 in order to “foster and promote the 
development of a feature film industry in 
Canada’. 

The Corporation’s mandate was considera- 
bly broadened on July 1, 1983 with the 
establishment of the 254 million dollar 
Canadian Broadcast Program Develop- 
ment Fund, to be administered over a five 
year period. Telefilm Canada has subse- 
quently become the principal government 
agency responsible for private sector de- 
velopment of both the television and film 
production industries. 

The Corporation, which does not distribute 
or produce programming itself, carries out 
its mandate through the support it gives to 
individual production, distribution and 
exhibition companies, including non- 
profit associations. Telefilm Canada also 
collaborates with Federal and Provincial 
Government ministries and their cultural 
agencies. 

During the last fiscal year, ending on 
March 30, 1985, ‘Telefilm Canada put 
$64,848,000 at the disposal of the indus- 
try. This figure includes 4 million dollars 
from the interim Financing Program, 


established in 1981. 


The Canadian Broadcast Program 
Development Fund. The purpose of this 
Fund is to stimulate the production of high 
quality television programs in such areas as 
drama, variety, and children’s program- 
ming. To be eligible for assistance from the 
Fund, the productions must meet the 
Telefilm Canada Canadian Content stan- 
dards, and must have secured the financial 
participation of a conventional Canadian 
broadcaster who will guarantee to air the 
program to peak viewing audiences within 
two years of completion. 

Telefilm Canada has injected $36,923,096 
from the Fund into the production of tele- 
vision programming. Of this amount, 
$25,991,790 has been allotted to 67 Eng- 
lish language projects, and $10,931,306 has 


gone to 32 French language productions. 


Script and Development Program. The 
goals of the Program are to encourage the 
writing of screenplays for feature films and 
television dramas by Canadian writers who 
have demonstrated their talent in these or 
related areas. The Program is also intended 
to assist Canadian producers in packaging 
and in arranging financing and distribu- 
tion for proposed film and_ television 
productions. 

Under this Program, 71 English language 
projects received $1,859,667 in funding, 


and a total of $1,038,600 was earmarked 
for 57 French language projects. 


The General Production Program. 
The objectives of the General Production 
Program are to encourage the production of 
fiction or documentary films of a distinctly 
Canadian nature, and to assist the develop- 
ment of promising Canadian directors. 

Telefilm Canada received 7 English lan- 
euage and 16 French language projects in 
the last period, and invested amounts total- 


ing $876,200 and $760,300 respectively. 


Interim Financing Program. Interim 
loans allow producers to begin production 
before all equity financing or other guaran- 
teed revenus are in place. 

During the last fiscal year, a total of 
$4,991,116 was invested in 36 different 
projects. 


Distribution and Marketing Programs 
and the Industry Support Program. 
Telefilm Canada provides direct financial 
support on a shared-cost basis to assist in 
the test marketing, promotion and advertis- 
ing of Canadian theatrical feature films. 
Other forms of assistance are also available 
in order to ensure that Canadian films and 
television programs reach as wide an au- 
dience as possible in Canada and abroad. 
The Corporation also provides a variety of 
direct financial assistance programs in the 
form of grants which benefit a significant 
segment of the industry. This support in- 
cludes grants to Canadian film festivals as 
well as direct funding to professional as- 
sociations and non-profit organizations for 
industry functions and events that promote 
the industry within Canada. 

Under these programs, $2,741,251 in direct 
support was granted in the last year. 


Revenues. Telefilm Canada revenues for 
1984-1985 totalized $9,661,526 broken 
down as follows: Capital recoupment: 
$5,249,170; interest on loans: $670,298: 
professional fees: $1,248,688; return on 
past investments: $2,493,370.

March 31, 1985 


1. Authority and activities 

The Corporation was established in 1967 
by the Canadian Film Development Corpo- 
ration Act with the objective of fostering 
and promoting the development of a fea- 
ture film industry in Canada. The Corpo- 
ration has since been charged with the 
administration of the Canadian Broadcast 
Program Development Fund, established 
on July 1, 1983, within the framework of 
the Broadcasting Strategy for Canada as 
well as with the management of various 
new programs established under the Na- 
tional Film and Video Policy of May 1984. 
The Corporation is a Crown corporation 
subject to the provisions of part VIII of the 
Financial Administration Act as it read 
before its repeal and as if it continued to 
be named in Schedule C of the Act. 


2. Significant accounting policies 

(a) Loans to producers 

Loans advanced to producers of feature 
films and Canadian programming are 
shown on the balance sheet at their face 
value, less an allowance for losses. 


(b) Investments 

Funds advanced to producers of feature 
films and Canadian programming, in re- 
turn for a share in the proceeds from such 
productions, are expensed as assistance to 
productions in the year in which the 
advances are made. 

All proceeds, up to the amount of the relat- 
ed investment, are credited to expenses as 
a reduction of production assistance ex- 
penses made during the year. Any amount 
in excess thereof is accounted for as 
revenues. 


(c) Fixed assets 

Fixed assets are recorded at cost. 
Depreciation is provided for using the 
diminishing-balance method, at the 
annual rates of 20% for furniture and 
equipment and 30% for the automobile. 
Leasehold improvements are amortized 
using the straight-line method, based on 
the duration of the leases. 


(d) Parliamentary appropriation 

The parliamentary appropriation voted to 
the Corporation for its objectives comprises 
a non lapsing amount for the development 
of a feature film industry and another laps- 
ing amount for the production of Canadian 
programming. The unlapsed parliamen- 
tary appropriation is credited to the Equity 
of Canada. Admissible unlapsed amounts 
not used at the end of the year are present- 
ed on the balance sheet as a parliamentary 
appropriation receivable. 


(e) Employee termination benefits 

On termination of employment, employees 
of the Corporation are entitled to certain 
benefits provided for under their condi- 
tions of employment. The cost of these 
benefits is expensed in the year in which 
they are earned. 


(f) Pension plan 

All employees of the Corporation partici- 
pate in the superannuation plan ad- 
ministered by the Government of Canada. 
The employees and the Corporation con- 
tribute equally to the cost of the plan. This 
contribution represents the total liability of 
the Corporation. Contributions in respect 
of current service and admissible past ser- 
vice are expensed during the year in which 
payments are made. The terms of payment 
for past service are set by the applicable 
purchase conditions in effect, generally 
over the number of years of service remain- 
ing prior to retirement.

MESSAGE FROM THE CHAIRMAN 


Canada’s independent film and television industry made significant gains in almost 
all areas of activity during the last fiscal year. 

These gains reinforced the industry’s prominence during a year when cultural 
sovereignty became a subject of national debate. 


At home, and abroad, audiences responded enthusiastically to Canadian film 
and television productions. National ratings, and international sales, reached 
record levels. 

This success coincided with major new Federal Government initiatives. 

The Caplan-Sauvageau Task Force was given a broad mandate to examine the 
future of Canadian broadcasting and the Raymond-Roth Task Force analyzed the 
problems of Canada’s film industry. 


These initiatives were timely. 


Early in 1985, action by the Federal Government aimed at addressing Canada’s 
deficit had required large budget cuts to the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
Société Radio-Canada. 


] 


Canada’s public broadcasting system is an important market for Canadian 
independent producers. Many productions faced cancellation or indefinite 
postponement. 

Under a new agreement with the Honourable Marcel Masse, Minister of Communi 
cations, Telefilm Canada increased its participation in specific projects from thirty 
three to forty-nine percent of total budget. 

The number of projects eligible for increased participation severely taxec 
Canada’s resources, underlining the need to redefine the role and level 
tion for all partners, public and private.

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This need was addressed specifically in Telefilm Canada’s presentation to the 
Caplan-Sauvageau Task Force. 


In the short-term, measures implemented by the Corporation’s management, and 
access to additional funding, served to stabilize Broadcast Fund expenditures 
during the latter half of 1985-86. 

Recognizing the importance of such stability, combined with the need to ensure the 
Fund’s long-term viability, Telefilm Canada undertook extensive consultations 
with the industry during November, 1985. 

These consultations generated a new Business Plan for 1986-87, incorporating 
reduced levels of Broadcast Fund participation and changes to more general 
financing parameters. 


The importance of the Broadcast Fund to Canadian independent production is 
borne out by this year’s figures. A total of 226 projects were contracted or accepted 
during 1985-86, 77 for development and 149 for production. 

Production levels were exemplary in both quantity and quality. Nevertheless, many 
among even the most successful of Canadian production companies continue to be 
characterized by undercapitalization and inadequate return on equity. 


These problems are paramount in the French and English language feature 

film industry. 

Understanding the importance of this industry to both Canada’s culture and 
economy, the Minister of Communications created the Task Force on the Canadian 
Film Industry with a mandate to analyze the industry’s structural problems and its 
main components: production, distribution and exhibition. 

Published in November, 1985, the Task Force Report made a series of recommen- 
dations aimed at addressing these structural problems including creation of a 
Canadian Feature Film Fund. 

Subsequently, a $33 million Feature Film Resource, to be administered by Telefilm 
Canada, was announced as part of the February 26, 1986, Federal Budget. 


These broader developments were accompanied by senior management appoint- 
ments, new priorities and reorganization at Telefilm Canada. 


As of July 1, 1985, Mr. Peter Pearson became the Executive Director of 

Telefilm Canada. 

Formerly Director of the Broadcast Fund, and earlier in his career, an internation- 
ally recognized film and television director, writer and producer, Mr. Pearson brings 
to this position considerable experience with the issues and concerns of Canada’s 
film and television industry. 

On behalf of the Board, I am pleased to express our pleasure with this appointment. 


Shortly after Mr. Pearson became Executive Director, the Board enunciated four 
priorities for Telefilm Canada: renewal of the Broadcast Fund beyond the present 
five year mandate, increased production of feature films, strengthening of Cana- 
dian owned and controlled distribution, and the evolution of a strategy for 
financing French language production. 


Much remains to be done but significant progress is anticipated in each of these areas 
The industry’s production capability and sophistication has developed substan- 
tially during the last three years. 


In light of this development, and Telefilm Canada’s evolving role in the industry, 
the Corporation underwent a reorganization during 1985-86. 

The management structure has been rationalized to more accurately reflect the 
nature of present-day operations and decision-making systems have been stream- 
lined. In recognition of the need for production support in all areas of the country, 
steps have been taken to give provincial offices in Halifax and Vancouver more 
autonomy. Particular emphasis is being placed on national and international 
marketing. 


The film and television broadcasting industry is in a period of dynamic change. 
Technological innovation, expanded programming opportunities, growth in ancil- 
lary markets and more discerning audiences are revolutionizing the economics, 
creative requirements and distribution of film and television production. 

Its unique culture, lower production costs and more aggressive marketing, position 
Canada to become a major presence in international film and television markets 
With new Federal Government initiatives, a stronger, more dynamic independent 
production industry, and a reorganized, more effective, Telefilm Canada, the 
outlook for the coming year anticipates continued expansion in both production 
and sales. 


The last fiscal year was one of intense activity for Telefilm Canada’s Board 

of Directors. 

After four years of dedicated service, Dr. David Leighton resigned from the Board in 
May, 1985. During his term of office, Dr. Leighton contributed invaluable market- 
ing expertise to the Board’s deliberations and distinguished himself as an eloquent 
advocate of the industry’s development in Western Canada. His counsel will 

be missed. 

The Board welcomes the appointment of Mr. Harvey Corn. Mr. Corn, a partner in 
Tees, Watson, Poitevin, Javet and Roberge, brings to Telefilm Canada extensive 
private sector experience. 


The Board of Directors thanks all employees for their outstanding efforts during the 


past year and congratulates the industry on its dramatic achievements.

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THE YEAR IN REVIEW 


At the box office, in national ratings and internationally, 1985-86 set new levels of 
success for Canada’s independent film and television production industry. 

In total, Telefilm Canada participated in financing 344 projects during 1985-86, up 
56 percent from 220 in 1984-85. 

Telefilm Canada committed $71.9 million towards total production budgets of 
$204.4 million, compared to $47.0 million and $153.6 million respectively in 
1984-85. 


TELEVISION 


The scope and quality of Canadian television productions aired during the last 
fiscal year demonstrated the ability of Canadian programming to attract large 
audiences, at home and abroad. 


Kevin Sullivan’s Anne of Green Gables, starring Megan Follows and Colleen 
Dewhurst, topped the ratings during 1985-86. The most successful drama ever 
shown on Canadian television, this two part mini-series attracted 5.8 million 
viewers on its second night, 56 percent of all Canadians watching English language 
television at that time. 

Previously produced dramas also did very well. Le Crime d’Ovide Plouffe, Isaac 
Littlefeathers, Striker’s Mountain and Louisiana all attracted in excess of one 

million viewers. 

A number of new projects are planned for next season including a new mini-series, 
Lance et compte, a Claude Héroux co-production with France shot simultaneously 
in French and English. 


Many television series earned high audience ratings in national and international 
markets. Given the size of the Canadian market, sales to the latter are critical to 
financing independent production. The results were rewarding, strengthening the 
foundation for future growth. 

On Société Radio-Canada, both Livre ouvert and A plein temps received wide- 
spread critical and audience acclaim. Two very successful comedy series, Juste 
pour rire and Samedi de rire captured well over fifty percent of their market. 

On CBC, The Edison Twins and Danger Bay with Disney Channel, Kids of Degrassi, 
also on BBC, The Elephant Show, on PBS, and two hot new series, Vid Kids and The 
Raccoons, all with excellent ratings and, in most cases, significant video distribu- 
tion sales in U.S. markets. 

On CTV, The Campbells, Night Heat and Lorne Greene’s New Wilderness were all 


renewed, with The Campbells now on Scottish television, Night Heat on CBS and 
Lorne Greene’s New Wilderness entering the lucrative U.S. syndication market. 


Canadians continued their tradition of excellence in documentary film-making 
during 1985-86, the first year that the Broadcast Fund has invested in 

such productions. 

Prominent examples include Le défi mondial, narrated by Peter Ustinov and 
Patrick Watson, Justice blanche and Peter Ustinov’s Russia, all with highly respect- 
able ratings during prime time.

Telefilm Canada invested in the production of 117 television projects in the drama. 
children's, variety and documentary categories during 1985-86, contributing $49.3 
million towards total budgets of $136.3 million compared to $24.8 million and 
$75.6 million respectively during 1984-85. 

French language production accounted for 60 projects with Telefilm Canada 
investing $14.6 million towards $38.8 million in total budgets. Comparative 
figures for 1984-85 were $8.3 million and $23.7 million respectively. 

Among the 57 English language projects produced in 1985-86, Telefilm Canada 
contributed $34.7 million towards total budgets of $97.5 million versus 

$16.5 million towards $51.9 million in 1984-85. 


Under the captioning Program for the hearing impaired administered by Telefilm 
Canada, approximately 100 hours of programming were produced this year. The 
Corporation contributed $300,000 towards program and series captioning, the 
results of which include Un amour de quartier, Les enfants mal-aimés, KangaZoo 
Club and Astroboy. 


FEAEOURE FILMS 


Telefilm Canada participated in 17 French language feature films during 1985-86 
contributing $10.5 million towards total budgets of $34.6 million. This compares 
favourably with only 7 French language features the previous year when Telefilm 
Canada contributed $1.4 million towards total budgets of $8.8 million. 

Fifteen English language features were produced with Telefilm Canada participation, 
the same as the year previous. Total budgets declined to $32.4 million from 

$55.2 million in 1984-85. Telefilm Canada’s participation was $11.8 million versus 
$16.6 million respectively. 

Feature films produced this year include Denys Arcand’s Le déclin de l’empire 
ameéricain, winner of the 1986 International Critics Award at the Cannes Film 
Festival, Pouvoir intime, directed by Yves Simoneau, Anne Wheeler's Loyalties, and 
Ousama Rawi’s A Judgement in Stone. 


And productions from 1984-85 proved popular with audiences. At the box office, 
three Canadian French language features, Hold-Up, Le Matou and Elvis Gratton, 
dominated the Quebec market during the competitive Christmas season. 

In the English language market, One Magic Christmas took in $1.5 million 
nationally and almost $15 million in the United States. 

Sandy Wilson’s My American Cousin, winner of six Genie awards including best 
picture, grossed almost $900,000 theatrically in Canada. 


CO-PRODUCTIONS 


Co-productions are film or television programs produced by at least two producing 
entities under formal agreements between Canada and other countries allowing 
Telefilm Canada support, eligibility for Capital Cost Allowance and acceptance 


under Canadian Content Regulations for broadcasting.

The government of Canada has co-production agreements with France, Italy, the 
United Kingdom, the Federal Republic of Germany, Israel, Belgium, Algeria 

and Spain. 

Telefilm Canada administers these agreements on behalf of the Canadian 
Government. 


Additional financing for Canadian productions, together with greater access to 
talent, knowledge, experience and international markets, make co-productions an 
attractive option for Canadian producers. 


Telefilm Canada participated in 14 such co-productions during 1985-86, contri- 
buting $16.3 million towards total budgets of $68 million. 

These comprised three feature films and seven television series with France, one 
feature and one television series with Belgium, a feature with Israel and, under a 
special arrangement, another with Poland. 

Specific examples are Les trois flacons, starring Mireille Deyglun, and Vengeance, 
directed by Michael Anderson. 


CO-VENTURES 


Where no formal co-production treaty exists between Canada and another country, 
or where the existing treaty is not being used, co-ventures provide independent 
producers greater access to financing, markets and creative talent while continuing 
to meet Canadian content requirements. 


In 1985-86, 15 co-ventures were entered into with American companies including 
PBS, HBO, New Century, Disney Channel, Viacom and CBS for total budgets of 
$43.9 million including a $16.1 million investment by Telefilm Canada. 


Fifteen other co-ventures were produced with companies from the United Kingdom, 


Germany, France and other countries. Telefilm Canada invested $8.6 million 
towards total budgets of $23.4 million. 


Two further productions, Loyalties (Canada) and No Surrender (United Kingdom) 
were financed through a twinned production package. 


THE FILM INDESTR WG LASIIE@ORGE 


Feature films are integral to a country’s cultural expression. However, economies of 
scale, market forces and barriers to entry combine to limit Canadian participation 
in this industry, particularly in the distribution sector. 

In addition, with program funds for commissioning independent productions 
becoming increasingly limited, broadcasters have virtually closed the door to 
licensing theatrical features, preferring to program more cost effective television 
series and specials.

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These considerations, together with the size of the market, serve to compound the 
problems of French language production. 


Within the limits of its mandate, Telefilm Canada has implemented measures to 
address this situation including insisting, as of August, 1985, on a Canadian 
distributor as a determinant of Corporation participation. 


However, the cultural and economic importance of this industry calls for more 
concerted action. Recognizing this, the Minister of Communications created the 
Task Force on the Canadian Film Industry in September, 1985. 


The Task Force, co-chaired by Marie-José Raymond and Stephen Roth, reported to 
the Minister in November, 1985. The Task Force Report identified three major 
structural problems impeding industry development: foreign domination of 
distribution, chronic undercapitalization of production companies, and concen- 
tration of theatre ownership combined with vertical integration of distribution 
and exhibition. 


The Task Force made a series of recommendations addressing these problems 
including the creation of a Canadian Feature Film Fund and measures designed to 
increase Canadian control of distribution. 

A $33 million Feature Film Resource to assist in financing production, distribution 
and versioning was announced as part of the February 26, 1986 Federal Budget. 
This program, in effect for 1986-87, will be administered by Telefilm Canada. 


THE BROADCAST FUND 


The Broadcast Fund has two main objectives: 
i) to increase the quantity and quality of Canadian programming in the drama, 
variety, documentary and children’s categories 
ii) to produce such programming using independent Canadian producers thereby 
supporting the development of a vigorous independent film and television 
industry. 
In its first three years of operation, the Broadcast Fund has participated in 357 
projects with total budgets in excess of $390 million. 


NEW MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING 


Telefilm Canada’s policies for management of the Broadcast Fund are derived from 
a Memorandum of Understanding between Telefilm Canada and the Minister 
of Communications. 


The Memorandum provides for Telefilm Canada to invest up to 50 percent of the 
Broadcast Fund in productions licensed to the Canadian Broadcasting Corporation 
Société Radio-Canada.

Budget cuts early in 1985 threatened to significantly reduce CBC/SRC licensing of 
independent production. Many productions, already well advanced, faced cancel- 
lation or indefinite postponement. 


A new Memorandum of Understanding, effective April 1, 1985, enabled Telefilm 
Canada to increase its participation from thirty-three to forty-nine percent of the 
total production budget for projects with high Canadian content or to match 
license fees. 

The sheer number of qualifying projects then able to move forward, combined with 
broadcaster requirements for Canadian product, severely taxed Telefilm Canada’s 
resources, depleting the Broadcast Fund. 


This emphasized the need to redefine the role and level of participation for all 
partners in both the public and private sectors. 


TELEFILM CANADA RESPONSE 


In mid- 1985, steps were taken to stabilize expenditures and ensure the long-term 
viability of the Broadcast Fund. 


Access to an additional $20 million, not invested in previous years, was secured, 
allowing Telefilm Canada to resume financing. 


Extensive consultations took place between Telefilm Canada and industry represen- 
tatives during November, 1985, in order to develop a Broadcast Fund Business Plan 
for 1986-87. 


BROADCAST FUND BUSINESS PLAN, 1986-87 


Telefilm Canada’s Business Plan for the coming fiscal year addresses last year’s 
funding depletion and a number of other issues including added emphasis on 
project development and production outside of Toronto and Montreal. 


Funds available for script and project development will be close to this year’s 
levels. However, the new guidelines reflect specific considerations pertinent to 
development in the Atlantic and Western provinces. 


Telefilm Canada’s normal participation in production will be reduced from 

49 percent to between 20 and 30 percent for English language production and to 
40 percent for French language production. Special consideration will be given to 
projects originating outside Toronto and Montreal as well as for projects of 
particular cultural importance. 


Participation in new television series will continue. However, Telefilm Canada’s 
support for series renewed for subsequent episodes will be gradually phased down- 
ward to a maximum of 5 percent as such series acquire increased financial viability. 


Consistent with the new Memorandum of Understanding, Telefilm Canada will 
place more emphasis on music, arts and documentary programming licensed for 
prime time viewing, particularly where such programming has significant private 
sector involvement. 


LICENSE-PEES 


Increased private sector investment in independent film and television production 
is essential to the growth and stability of Canada’s industry. 


In 1985, the Honourable Marcel Masse, Minister of Communications, created the 
Caplan-Sauvageau Task Force with a broad mandate to examine all aspects of 
Canadian television broadcasting. 


Low license fees, paid by Canadian broadcasters to independent producers, have 
been repeatedly identified by Telefilm Canada and others as a major deterrent to 
attracting adequate levels of private financing for film and television production. 
In the United States, France and Great Britain, independent producers recover 
between 80 and 100 percent of total production costs from domestic broadcasters. 
License fees, averaging only 14.9 percent of total production costs in 1985-86, 
combined with other factors related to distribution and, in some cases, broadcaster 
equity participation, imply relatively higher risks for private sector financial 
participation in Canada. 

Furthermore, despite a substantial increase in industry activity, independent 
production still accounts for only a minor share of Canadian broadcasters’ pro- 
gramming schedules compared to other countries. 


Given this situation, Telefilm Canada recommended to the Task Force that Cana- 
dian broadcasters increase their license fees to approximately 50 percent of 
production costs and that they be encouraged to license more programming from 
independent producers. 


REORGANIZATION 


Responding to broad industry developments and increased level of activity, Tele- 
film Canada reorganized in 1985-86. 


The two main objectives of this reorganization were: 
i) to create a more efficient decision-making process through streamlining the 
management structure 
ii) to establish an overall corporate structure which more accurately reflects the 
nature of Telefilm Canada’s present operations. 


The Corporation's organization now encompasses two main divisions, Entertain- 


ment, including Operations and Business Affairs, and Corporate Affairs which 


includes Administration, Strategic Planning and Communications. 


Coordination of Telefilm Canada’s participation in production is shared by both 
Operations and Business Affairs, the former, concentrating on content and viability 
and the latter on the financial parameters of all submitted projects. 

The evaluation and decision-making process between these two divisions has been 
streamlined, reducing the time needed for decision-making and implementation. 
Telefilm Canada’s clientele is now better able to access senior management and 
obtain an initial evaluation of a proposal without extensive paperwork. Conversely, 
the Corporation can more directly access its clientele in order to communicate 
changes in policy or priorities. 
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In keeping with overall objectives, the project evaluation process for Telefilm 
Canada production participation has been simplified to include: 
— an initial evaluation by Operations 
— after first approval, detailed financial and legal analysis by Business Affairs 
— final approval by the Executive Committee 


NATIONAL DEVELOPMENT 


In addition to its headquarters in Montreal and a major office in Toronto, Telefilm 
Canada has offices in Halifax and Vancouver. 


The national development of Canada’s independent film and television industry is 
an important part of Telefilm Canada’s mandate. 

Under the reorganization, the Halifax and Vancouver offices have more discretion 
in determining Telefilm Canada’s participation in development and production. 


This complements other initiatives aimed at increasing industry activity outside of 
Toronto and Montreal. In particular, provincial government agencies are becoming 
important new partners in promoting local film and television production. 

These include la Société générale du cinéma du Québec, the Alberta Motion Picture 
Development Corporation, Film Manitoba and the Ontario Film Development 
Corporation. The government of Nova Scotia undertook a major study during the 
last year as the basis for establishing a similar agency in that province. 


DISTRIBUTION AND MARKETING 


The size of the Canadian market combined with the international scope of the 
modern film and television production industry make more effective distribution 
and marketing essential to the future growth of Canadian independent production. 


Telefilm Canada assists Canadian distributors and exporters in promoting and 
advertising their product, dubbing, subtitling and transferring film and video for 
marketing purposes, and participating in international festivals and markets. 


Critical acclaim can make a significant difference to sales. A natural synergy exists 
between the promotion of Canadian cultural products at foreign festivals and 
marketing strategies. 

For this reason, international marketing activities have been integrated with the 
Corporation's participation in festivals under Operations. 


Total international sales of Canadian product exceeded $24 million in 1985-86. 
Canadian distributors and exporters were active in a number of major trade fairs 
last year including MIP-TV, NATPE, the American Film Market and the London 
Multi-Media Market, resulting in significant sales, pre-sales and co-production 
agreements. 


RACE FOR THE BOMB a Ronald Cohen Film Companies

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In total, some 2,000 Canadian films were entered in and outside of competition at 
290 festivals and special events abroad last year, winning 355 separate prizes. 
Festival highlights during 1985-86 include: 


at Cannes, in competition, Ted Kotcheff’s Joshua Then and Now, and outside 
of competition, Lewis Furey’s Night Magic 


a major presence at the Berlin Film Festival with five films selected for 
competition. Léa Pool’s Anne Trister was voted one of the three most popular 
films by the jury of the Berlin Morgenpost, Berlin’s daily newspaper 


at the Venice Film Festival, Fred Barzyk’s Countdown to Looking Glass won 
the Prix de la section Venice-TV 


at the Moscow International Film Festival, La guerre des tuques won the three 
major prizes in the Children’s Section 


at Montreal's Festival des films du monde, Le Matou won the Jury Prize and 
was voted the Festival’s most popular film. Visage Pale won the International 
Press Prize for the best film presented outside competition. 


at Toronto’s Festival of Festivals My American Cousin won the Marquee 
International Critics Award.

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FINANCIAL REVIEW 


Telefilm Canada’s major objective is to promote rational growth, high employment 
and economic stability within all sectors of the film and television industry. 


As such, Telefilm Canada’s financial success is a direct function of the success of 
the industry. 


The Board of Telefilm Canada is pleased to report that significant strides have been 
made towards the long-term goal of establishing a financially viable and profitable 
Canadian independent film and television production industry. 


During 1985-86, Telefilm Canada entered into 344 contracts with independent 
Canadian producers, up 56 percent from 220 last year. 

Net global investment* increased 65 percent to $67.4 million, compared to $40.9 
million in 1984-85. 

Of this, $21.8 million, or 32 percent, was in French language production, and 
$45.6 million in English language production. 


Under the Broadcast Fund, 226 projects were contracted or accepted, with a 
financial commitment of $73.7 million towards total budgets of $210.8 million 
Of the $73.7 million in funding from the Broadcast Fund, approximately $2 
million was invested in development. 


Under the General Investment Program, Telefilm Canada participated in 

93 projects, 87 for development and 6 for production, totalling $4.3 million. This 
was down from 174 projects last year, offset by the addition of development monies 
from the Broadcast Fund. The division between English and French language was 
approximately equal by both numbers of projects and dollars inyested. 


The Interim Fund, which extends interim financing to independent producers and 
distributors, made 24 new loans during 1985-86 totalling $3.5 million. The 
industry’s record of loan performance and recovery has been excellent. 


Telefilm Canada supported national distribution of 22 projects for total expendi- 
tures of $0.8 million during 1985-86. 


In keeping with the Federal Government's emphasis on increasing exports of 
Canadian products, added prominence was given to international marketing 
Expenditures under the Marketing Assistance Program (MAP) accounted for some 
$0.44 million. 


A stronger independent Canadian film and television production industry is 
demonstrated by increased private sector investment. As a percentage of total 
financing, private investment has grown from only 3 percent in 1983-84 to 9 
percent in 1985-86.

This was accompanied by parallel growth in participation by private broadcasters, 
accounting for 7 percent of the total in 1985-86, up from 3 percent in 1983-84. 


Changes in financial parameters reflect the growth in size and complexity of many 
Canadian production companies. This has led to expansion of operations, particu- 
larly at senior levels. Many production companies now employ in-house legal 
counsel, business affairs managers and corporate controllers. 

As recently as three years ago, only one company had such staff. Today, over 15 
companies need, and have the resources, to hire personnel with specialized 
management skills. 

These and other companies have the capacity to develop broad packages of 
product simultaneously. As product becomes more sophisticated, the costs of 
script and project development increase concurrently. Telefilm Canada is therefore 
raising the ceiling on its development participation for qualifying companies. 


Another sign of a stronger industry is growing levels of investment and produc- 
tion without Telefilm Canada participation. All indications are that such growth 
is substantial. 


Increased industry activity has positive impacts for earnings realized by Canada’s 
creative community. For example, ACTRA* reports that total income under Writer 
Agreements reached $16,998,625 during 1985, up 23.2 percent from last year. 
Total earnings of ACTRA members, under all agreements, was $83,980,262, a 21 
percent increase from $69,392,196 in 1984. 


Telefilm Canada’s planning process had been based on a reduction in production 
financing under the Broadcast Fund from $74 million to $60 million for the 
coming year. With the addition of the Feature Film Resource, funds available for 
production will actually increase. 


As the Broadcast Fund has previously invested in many feature films, introduction 
of the Feature Film Resource will free up additional financing for television 
production. Projections for the new fiscal year are under review to ensure that 
levels of support match broadcaster demand for Canadian product. 


The growth of independent production is accelerating. The advent of the Feature 


Film Resource is appropriate and timely. The industry has the financial, creative, 
technical and management resources to make efficient and effective use of it.

1. Authority and activities 


ov 


The Corporation was established in 1967 by the 
Canadian Film Development Act with the objec- 
tive of fostering and promoting the development 
ofa feature film industry in Canada. The Corpo- 
ration has since been charged with the adminis- 
tration of the Canadian Broadcast Program 
Development Fund, established on July 1, 1983, 
within the framework of the Broadcasting Strat- 
egy for Canada as well as with the management 
of various new programs established under the 
National Film and Video Policy of May 1984. 
The Corporation is a Crown corporation sub- 
ject to the provisions of part VIII of the Financial 
Administration Act as it read before its repeal 
and as if it continued to be named in Schedule 
C of the Act. 


. Significant accounting policies 


(a) Liquidity 
The financial operations of the Corporation 
are processed through the Consolidated 
Revenue Fund of Canada, thus the absence 
of bank accounts. For the purposes of the 
statement of changes in financial position, 
its liquidity consists of a parliamentary 
appropriation receivable. 

(b) Loans to producers 
Loans advanced to producers of feature films 
and Canadian programming are shown on 
the balance sheet at their face value, less an 
allowance for losses. 


(c) Investments 
Funds advanced to producers of feature films 
and Canadian programming, in return for a 
share in the proceeds from such productions, 
are expensed as assistance to productions in 
the year in which the advances are made. 
All proceeds, up to the amount of the related 
investment, are credited to expenses as a 
reduction of production assistance expenses 
made during the year. Any amount in excess 
thereof is accounted for as revenues. 


(d) Fixed assets 
Fixed assets are recorded at cost. 
Depreciation of furniture and equipment 
is provided for, using the diminishing- 
balance method, at the annual rate of 20%. 
Leasehold improvements are amortized, 
using the straight-line method, based on the 
terms of the leases. 

(e) Parliamentary appropriation 
The parliamentary appropriation voted to 
the Corporation for its objectives comprises 
anon lapsing amount for the development 
of a feature film industry and another 
lapsing amount for the production of 
Canadian programming. The unlapsed 
parliamentary appropriation is credited to 
the Equity of Canada. The admissible 
unlapsed amount not used at the end of the 
year is presented on the balance sheet as a 
parliamentary appropriation receivable. 


(f) Employee termination benefits 
On termination of employment, employees 
of the Corporation are entitled to certain 
benefits provided for under their conditions 
of employment. The cost of these benefits is 
expensed in the year in which they are 
earned. 

(g) Pension plan 
All employees or the Corporation participate 
in the superannuation plan administered by 
the Government of Canada. The employees 
and the Corporation contribute equally to 
the cost of the plan. This contribution repre- 
sents the total liability of the Corporation. 
Contributions in respect of current service 
and admissible past service are expensed 
during the year in which payments are made. 
The terms of payment for past service are set 
by the applicable purchase conditions in 
effect, generally over the number of years of 
service remaining prior to retirement.

7. Commitments

. New government initiative 


In the Budget Papers tabled on February 26, 
1986, the Minister of Finance announced a new 
government initiative, to be administered by the 
Corporation, whereby $33 million will be pro- 
vided in 1986-87 to support the production and 
distribution of high quality Canadian feature 
films in domestic and international markets. 
Funds, largely through the provision of capital, 
will be used to support all phases of the produc- 
tion and marketing of Canadian films.

INTRODUCTION 


The following pages give details on the projects that received funding from the 
Canadian Broadcast Program Development Fund during the year 1985-1986. 


INVESTMENT IN PRODUCTION 


A complete list of projects having received production financing has been prepared 
according to the language of origin and production category (drama, children’s 
programming, variety or documentaries). The list is arranged alphabetically and 
drawn up from the contract title of each project. A new title, given to the project 
while in production and prior to May Ist, 1986, appears in brackets. The running 
time of the project also appears, either as indicated in the contract or as it actually 
was upon completion of the project if known before May Ist, 1986. 


THE BROADCASTERS PARTICIPATION 


Whether a project is in development or in production, a broadcasting agreement 
and appropriate broadcaster participation must exist before the project can be 
considered eligible for the Canadian Broadcast Program Development Fund. This 
second section lists project titles according to the broadcaster involved in each 
project. The titles of projects having received either script and project development 
or production financing are all listed in this section. 


FROM SEA TO SEA... AND BEYOND 


Telefilm Canada’s goals include encouraging independent production in all regions 
of Canada while giving special consideration to works that reflect the cultural 
diversity of our country. The third section lists projects that originated outside of 
Montreal or Toronto, as well as those that were developed in these two production 
centers and that were shot, mostly or completely, in other Canadian regions. This 
section also includes productions from Toronto or Montreal that were filmed 
internationally, but only if the bulk of the footage was produced in one or more 
foreign countries. 


STATUS OF APPLICATIONS 


All information and analysis is based on projects with signed contracts. The only 
exceptions are the Status of Applications reports, which include information on 
accepted and pending projects. Details of these projects appear ina final table.
